Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of 

Selectmen 


The  Board  organized  with  the  unanimous  choice  of  John 
H.  Gardella  as  Chairman.  During  the  year,  the  second 
section  of  Purchase  Street  was  completed  under  State  and 
County  aid,  and  application  has  been  made  for  an  allotment 
in  1938  to  complete  the  construction  of  this  main  thorough¬ 
fare. 

An  additional  allotment  from  the  Federal  Public  Works 
Administration  was  secured  for  the  purpose  of  constructing 
an  office  building  and  fencing  at  the  sewage  disposal  plant. 
This,  with  the  Milford  High  School  Addition,  represents 
the  PWA  projects  sponsored  by  the  Town  of  Milford  and 
provide  two  substantial  permanent  improvements  at  but  a 
fractional  cost.  The  gross  cost  of  these  two  projects  is 
$279,716.30  of  which  the  Town’s  portion  of  the  expense 
was  $164,576.42,  the  balance  of  $115,139.88  necessary  to 
meet  the  cost,  being  a  100%  grant. 

One  of  the  two  Federal  allotments  for  abolition  of  grade 
crossings  in  Central  Massachusetts  was  secured  for 'Milford 
at  the  Medway  Street  crossing.  The  total  cost  of  the  project 
is  $103,307.65  all  of  which  is'met  by  Federal  funds,  and  an 
agreement  was  made  with  the  Boston  &  Albany  Railroad 
to  save  the  Town  harmless  from  all  land  damages.  Thus  a 
dangerous  railroad  crossing  at  grade  has  been  eliminated, 
Medway  Street  traffic  has  been  made  safer,  including  access 
to  the  new  Italian  Cemetery,  without  any  cost  to  the  Town 
of  Milford. 

For  the  fifth  consecutive  year,  the  Federal  Government 
has  continued  its  aid  to  Milford  by  paying  the  labor  cost 
of  public  works  on  condition  that  the  Town  bear  the  cost 
of  materials,  equipment  and  overhead.  A  detailed  list  of 
these  WPA  projects  is  given  in  the  Report  of  the  local 
Co-ordinator.  Every  substantial  expenditure  made  there¬ 
from  by  the  Selectmen  has  been  on  the  basis  of  competitive 
bidding,  as  a  result  of  which  they  were  secured  by  the 
Town  at  a  minimum  of  cost,  and  all  persons  had  an  oppor¬ 
tunity  of  sharing  in  the  business. 

On  account  of  the  safe  surplus  on  hand  the  Town  of 
Milford,  unlike  many  cities  and  towns  in  the  Common¬ 
wealth,  has  not  borrowed  a  single  dollar  for  relief  or  other 
emergency  purposes.  Although  the  Legislature  passed  a 
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special  act  permitting  this  because  of  the  serious  financial 
condition  of  some  municipalities,  Milford  has  not  been 
obliged  to  avail  itself  of  the  legislation.  This  is  strikingly 
demonstrated  by  the  fact  that  we  were  able  to  supply  from 
this  surplus  fund  the  sum  of  $72,321.56  which  was  dis¬ 
tributed  as  follows;  $25,171.56  to  meet  the  cost  of  rebuild¬ 
ing  the  old  high  school  after  the  fire ;  $22,000.00  to  supple¬ 
ment  the  relief  costs  of  the  Welfare  Department;  $25,000.00 
to  apply  on  account  of  the  tax  rate ;  and  $150.00  for  the 
proposed  leasing  of  playgrounds. 

This  surplus  can  be  maintained  by  the  practice  of  business 
economy  in  the  disbursement  of  Town  funds,  and  the  dili¬ 
gent  collection  or  adjustment  of  back  taxes.  Without  a  rigid 
adherence  to  this  policy  Town  business  must  stop,  salaries 
of  school  teachers  and  Town  employees  are  threatened, 
merchants  supplying  the  Town  with  commodities  are  de¬ 
layed  in  their  payments,  and  as  all  to  some  extent,  are 
interdependent  on  each  other,  the  whole  community  suffers 
as  a  result. 

The  wisdom  of  the  policy  inaugurated  by  this  Board  in 
1933  establishing  blanket  fire  insurance  for  all  Town  prop¬ 
erty,  as  outlined  in  our  Annual  Report  of  1935,  was  brought 
home  during  the  year  as  a  result  of  fires  in  the  old  High 
School  building,  Highway  Department  building,  and  South 
Main  Street  fire  station.  According  to  the  data  furnished 
by  the  Special  Agent,  prior  to  the  adoption  of  this  plan 
the  insurance  on  these  properties  was  as  follows :

Tt  thus  appears  that  the  Town  saved  $38,176.23  by  the 
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adoption  of  blanket  insurance,  and  it  would  not  have  been 
possible  for  these  partially  destroyed  properties  to  have 
been  replaced  without  a  bond  issue  or  a  direct  raising  of 
funds  therefor  by  taxation. 

Recommendations 

Traffic — We  again  recommend  that  the  abuse  of  the 
present  unlimited  parking  rules  be  corrected,  and  amended 
so  that  a  parking  time  limit  on  the  principal  streets 
during  business  hours  be  adopted.  We  further  recommend 
that  an  appropriation  be  made  the  print  the  Rules  as  thus 
amended  and  for  the  purpose  of  installing  the  necessary 
legal  signs. 

Street  Signs — We  recommend  a  continuation  of  the  policy 
inaugurated  in  1937  providing  uniform  street  signs  through¬ 
out  the  Town. 

Town  Zoning — At  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  of  1937, 
funds  were  provided  for  the  use  of  a  Zoning  Board  to  be 
appointed  by  the  Selectmen  for  the  purpose  of  establishing 
districts,  regulations  and  restrictions  with  respect  to  the 
use  and  size  of  buildings  throughout  the  Town.  This  Board 
reported  at  Special  Town  Meeting  (June  18,  1937)  at  which 
it  was  voted  that  copies  of  the  Report  be  printed  and 
furnished  to  each  Town  Meeting  Member.  An  editorial  in 
the  Milford  Daily  News  of  April  15,  1937  emphasizes  the 
need  of  these  regulations. 

“Meantime,  the  need  of  Milford’s  recently  appointed 
zoning  board,  is  daily  becoming  more  apparent.  The  un¬ 
fortunate  part  of  it  is  that  such  a  board  did  not  function 
sooner.  The  East  side  of  Main  Street,  from  Central  to  the 
Square,  is  taking  on  the  appearance  of  a  prairie  town  in¬ 
sofar  as  the  skyline  is  concerned.” 

Sidewalks — We  again  recommend  an  appropriation  of 
$5,000.00  for  the  construction  of  cement  sidewalks  through¬ 
out  the  Town  to  supplement  the  work  now  being  done 
under  WPA. 

Cedar  Swamp  Pond — We  are  glad  that,  at  the  Annual 
Town  Meeting  of  1937,  our  recommendations  were  followed 
with  respect  to  the  appointment  of  a  Committee  to  have 
general  charge  and  supervision  of  developing  this  property 
and  that  the  recommendations  of  the  Committee  spreading 
the  cost  of  doing  this  work  through  a  series  of  years  were 
accepted  at  the  Special  Town  Meeting  of  June  18,  1937. 
We  understand  that  the  title  to  this  property  is  now  being 
registered  through  the  Land  Court  and  until  the  state  of 
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the  title  is  determined,  no  work  can  be  begun. 

Excess  and  Deficiency  Account — We  again  recommend  an 
appropriation  from  the  Excess  and  Deficiency  Account  for 
the  purpose  of  using  so  much  of  it  as  is  possible. for  the 
purpose  of  reducing  the  tax  rate  and  thus  lessen  the  amount 
to  be  raised  from  current  taxation. 

Tax  Titles — To  date  the  Town  now  owns  several  parcels 
of  land,  the  Tax  Titles  having  been  foreclosed  in  the  Land 
Court.  We  do  not  believe  that  the  Town  should  remain  in 
the  real  estate  business  and,  that  these  parcels  should  be 
disposed  of  as  soon  as  they  practicably  can  be.  We,  there¬ 
fore,  recommend  that  authority  be  given  at  the  Town 
Meeting  to  sell  any  or  all  of  these  parcels  as  opportunity 
may  arise.

Report  of  the  Highway  Surveyor 


I  hereby  submit  my  report  as  Highway  Surveyor  of  the 
Town  of  Milford  for  1937. 

The  general  appropriation  of  $21,000.00  for  1937  was 
sufficient  to  keep  the  streets  in  fair  condition  with  what 
assistance  I  received  on  my  payroll  by  being  able  to  place 
my  machinery  and  operators  on  Chapter  90  Construction 
of  Purchase  Street,  and  I  am  going  to  request  a  like  amount 
for  1938  with  the  expectation  that  the  Chapter  90.  Construc¬ 
tion  of  Purchase  shall  continue. 

The  sidewalk  appropriation  has  been  eliminated  the  past 
few  years  and  if  the  federal  sidewalk  projects  continue  I 
will  not  request  an  appropriation  for  sidewalks  for  1938. 

The  1937  oiling  streets  appropriation  was  increased  from 
$3,500.00  to  $5,000.00  and  I  feel  it  very  necessary  that 
$5,000.00  be  appropriated  in  1938  as  this  extra  $1,500.00 
enabled  me  to  improve  the  surface  on  many  gravel  roads 
that  I  had  previously  neglected. 

Due  to  the  mild  winter  of  1937  the  cost  of  snow  removal 
and  sanding  was  exceedingly  small,  and  I  am  in  hopes  that 
the  same  weather  conditions  will  continue  during  1938. 
But  in  the  event  of  snow  or  ice  I  will  make  every  effort 
to  keep  the  streets  and  walks  open  and  sanded  as  soon  as 
possible. 

I  was  well  pleased  with  the  performance  of  our  new 
Tractor  Sidewalk  Plow  during  the  storm  on  New  Years 
Day  and  as  it  is  almost  impossible  to  secure  horses  for 
sidewalk  plowing  l  hope  the  Town  will  secure  more  units 
of  this  kind  in  the  near  future. 

The  Finance  Committee  granted  me  sufficient  assistance 
in  December  of  1937  to  secure  a  Cletrac  Tractor  and  Plow 
for  use  in  snow  on  County  roads,  for  which  T  am  verv 
grateful  and  1  am  sure  that  in  the  event  of  storms  T  will  be 
able  to  give  much  better  service  to  the  people  in  the  out¬ 
laying  districts  in  the  future. 
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In  expending  the  $2,500.00  Special  Appropriation  for 
repairs  and  construction  of  walls  on  brooks,  I  cleaned  and 
repaired  the  walls  on  the  O'Brien  and  Godfrey  brooks, 
damaged  by  the  heavy  rains.  And  constructed  several  hun¬ 
dred  feet  of  new  granite  wall  along  the  banks  of  these 
brooks  at  points  where  the  necessity  of  land  takings  pro¬ 
hibited  the  E.R.A.  or  W.P.A.  from  doing  so.  I  recommend 
that  a  like  amount  be  appropriated  in  1938  to  improve 
conditions  of  the  Godfrey  brook  beginning  at  the  point 
where  it  enters  the  Charles  River. 

I  completed  the  1936  Chapter  90  Construction  on  Pur¬ 
chase  Street,  beginning  at  residence  of  Senator  P.  Eugene 
Casey  and  ending  at  residence  of  Mr.  John  Henderson,  a 
distance  of  3,575  feet,  30  feet  wide  with  granite  curb  on 
either  side  to  Dilla  Street  Avith  a  6  foot  walk  on  West  side 
and  5  foot  walk  on  East  side.  This  Avas  a  Bituminous  Maca¬ 
dam  Surface. 

I  have  completed  the  surface  of  the  1937  Chapter  90 
Construction  of  Purchase  Street,  which  Avas  a  Type  1  Bitu¬ 
minous  Concrete  Surface,  beginning  at  end  of  1936  Contract 
and  ending  at  roadway  leading  to  North  Purchase  Ceme¬ 
tery.  This  roadway  is  30  feet  in  width  to  Harris  Ave.,  from 
Avhich  point  it  narrows  to  20  feet. 

These  projects  Avere  built  entirely  by  local  labor,  all 
materials  and  equipment  hired  or  purchased  from  local 
business  men. 

I  would  recommend  that  a  Chapter  90  project  be  secured 
to  complete  the  construction  of  Purchase  Street  during 
1938,  and  that  the  Avork  Avill  be  done  under  the  direction 
of  the  Selectmen  and  HigliAvay  Surveyor.

Report  of  the  W.  P.  A.  Co-ordinator 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Citizens: 

Herewith  is  presented  my  annual  report  as  to  what  work 
was  done  in  1937  with  Federal  W.P.A.  Funds,  augmented 
by  the  special  appropriation  of  the  Town  of  Milford,  to  aid 
in  the  relief  of  the  unemployed. 

W.P.A.  wages  paid  by  the  Federal  government  in  Milford 
last  year  totalled  $149,813.19  an  average  weekly  payroll  of 
$2,881.00.  This  money  was  spent  here,  and  besides  assisting 
local  merchants,  kept  many  worthy  people  gainfully  em¬ 
ployed,  and  gave  the*  town  many  fine  concrete  sidewalks 
and  other  permanent  improvements  that  could  not  be  had 
from  town  funds  alone.  During  December  over  100  addi¬ 
tional  workers  were  added  to  the  W.P.A.  here,  and  on  De¬ 
cember  31  we  were  carrying  the  peak  load  of  employees 
for  the  entire  year. 

During  1937  a  total  of  387  different  persons  were  em¬ 
ployed  on  W.P.A.  The  largest  number  in  any  single  week 
was  248  on  Dec.  31,  and  the  average  for  the  year  was  220. 

Since  the  inception  of  government  relief  in  Milford  in 
late  November,  1933,  the  Federal  Government  has  paid  in 
wages  alone  $724,364.09,  divided  as  follows :

In  addition  the  government  lias  maintained  a  district 
commissary  at  the  former  Swift  and  Armour  plants  on 
Gentral  Street,  where  clothing  and  food  supplies  have  been 
distributed  to  the  needy. 

On  all  major  items  for  materials  purchased  by  the  town, 
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sealed  bids  were  opened  in  public  session  by  the  Selectmen, 
and  the  award  made  to  the  low  bidder. 

Sidewalk  construction  will  be  resumed  in  the  spring  on  an 
even  larger  scale  than  last  year.  We  have  prepared  specifica¬ 
tions  for  sidewalks  on  42  different  streets,  and  the  number 
of  these  that  can  be  constructed  will  depend  on  the  size 
of  the  appropriation  given  this  department  at  the  annual 
town  meeting  in  March.  With  a  generous  appropriation  all 
these  sidewalks  can  be  built,  and  every  section  of  the  town 
will  share  in  the  benefit.  No  finer  project  could  be  under¬ 
taken  than  to  permanently  improve  our  sidewalks,  and  thus 
materially  reduce  the  town’s  liability  for  damages  due  to 
defective  walks. 

Every  sidewalk  we  build  is  curbed,  and  necessary  catch 
basins  installed,  after  which  the  gutters  are  traprocked 
and  tarvia-sealed,  making  a  permanent  improvement. 

Work  done  last  year  included:  New  concrete  sidewalks, 
with  curbing,  catch  basins,  etc.,  on  Beach  Street  Extension, 
Central,  Granite,  Meade,  North,  Oliver,  South  Main,  Spruce, 
Sumner,  Water,  Exchange,  Winter,  Congress,  Short,  Pine, 
Grove,  Grant,  East,  West,  High  and  Depot  Streets;  graded 
Plains  school  yard ;  constructed  reinforced  concrete  culvert 
over  Lynch  Brook  (so  called)  at  West  Street;  completed 
recataloguing  back  town  records ;  removed  dangerous  trees 
on  various  streets ;  furnished  material  for  addition  to  North 
Purchase  fire  station ;  constructed  new  drainage  systems 
on  Union  Street,  Della,  Genoa  and  Columbus  Avenues ;  built 
new  reinforced  concrete  bridges  on  West  Spruce  and  West 
Walnut  Streets;  worked  on  Gypsy  Moth  Extermination  for 
a  short  time ;  kept  nearly  30  women  manufacturing’  gar¬ 
ments  for  the  needy;  cut  street  curbing,  inlets,  radius 
pieces,  etc.  at,  town  quarry ;  renovated  and  repaired  State 
Armory ;  (this  work  included  complete  electric  rewiring 
and  new  fixtures,  new  toilets  and  shower  baths,  repainted 
entire  interior,  and  exterior  trim,  resanded  and  polished  all 
floors,  repointed  exterior  masonry  and  constructed  new 
roof)  ;  completed  work  on  state  sidewalks  and  roadside 
beautification;  conducted  a  WPA  Nursery  School  for  an 
average  of  20  children  under  five  years  of  age,  at  the  Plains 
School  Building;  conducted  a  National  Youth  project,  giv¬ 
ing  part-time  employment  to  15  young  people,  who  have 
assisted  in  various  town  offices. 
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The  following  projects  were  in  operation  January  4,  1938 
when  this  report  was  prepared  for  the  printer:  Cutting  of 
the  granite  memorial  to  World  War  Veterans;  construction 
of  a  neAv  building  for  the  Highway  Department  on  Central 
Street;  installing  a  new  drainage  system  on  Walnut,  Grant 
and  Emmons  Streets;  construction  of  new  reinforced  con¬ 
crete  bridge  on  Water  Street,  with  new  foundation  walls, 
sidewalks,  guard  rails,  etc.;  sewing  project  for  nearly  30 
women ;  Nursery  School ;  and  part-time  employment  for 
several  young  people  on  the  National  Youth  program. 
Several  other  projects  have  been  approved,  and  work  on 
these  will  start  as  soon  as  present  jobs  are  finished.

Report  of  the  Board  of  Health 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Taxpayers 

of  Milford : 

The  Board  of  Health  respectfully  submits  its  annual 
report,  together  with  the  reports  of  its  various  appointees., 
for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1937. 

The  Board  of  Health,  for  the  year  ending  1937,  con¬ 
sisted  of  James  Cervone,  Chairman;  J.  Curtis  Nutter; 
Arthur  J.  Chambers;  as  Secretary  J.  Curtis  Nutter.  In 
March  James  Cervone  was  re-elected  for  a  three  year  term. 
The  Board  of  Health  re-organized  with  James  Cervone, 
Chairman;  J.  Curtis  Nutter  and  Arthur  J.  Chambers.  James 
Curtis  Nutter  was  appointed  Secretary. 

The  following  appointments  were  made  by  the  Board 
of  Health:  Meat  and  Provision  Inspectors,  Jeremiah  Macchi 
and  D.  Benjamin  F.  Hartman;  Sanitary  Inspector,  Walter 
Chapin ;  Health  Nurse,  Mrs.  Helen  Gillon ;  Physician,  Dr. 
Francis  H.  Daily;  Dentist,  Dr.  William  J.  Clancey;  John 
O’Grady,  as  agent  to  issue  burial  permits. 

On  January  21,  1937,  Mr.  John  F.  Power  was  appointed 
Additional  Plumbing  Inspector.  Notification  of  employment 
was  signed  by  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Health  and  Mr. 
John  F.  Power. 

The  Board  of  Health  was  required  in  December  1937  to 
seek  an  amount  in  addition  to  what  was  appropriated  in 
March  1937.  The  Finance  Board  allowed  the  Board  Eight 
Hundred  Dollars  ($800.00).  The  major  cause  for  having 
to  seek  that  additional  amount  was  the  increase  in  the  num¬ 
ber  of  patients  at  the  Worcester  County  Sanitarium.  The 
number  of  patients  during  the  later  part  of  the  year  was 
somewhat  lower  than  in  the  beginning  of  the  year.  In  com¬ 
parison  with  the  year  of  1936  and  1937  the  state  subsidy 
for  1936  was  two  thousand  four  hundred  thirty  two  and 
forty  cents  ($2,432.40).  For  1937  three  thousand  two  hun¬ 
dred  and  two  dollars  and  three  cents  ($3,202.03). 

On  the  Twenty-fourth  day  of  June  representatives  from 
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the  State  Dept,  of  Public  Health  and  representatives  from 
the  several  organizations  and  groups  of  people  met  at  the 
Board  of  Health  Booms.  Very  interesting  talks  were  given 
by  Miss  Eleanor  MacDonald,  Statistician  and  Dr.  Herbert 
L.  Lombard,  Director  of  the  Division  of  Adult  Hygiene. 
Also  Dr.  Francis  H.  Daily  the  Board  of  Health  doctor.  Their 
subject  was  on  the  State  Wide  Drive  on  Cancer  Control,  and 
the  Cancer  Control  itself.  Following  the  talk  the  Milford 
Cooperative  Cancer  Control  organization  was  formed  and 
the  following  officers  were  elected.  Miss  Helen  C.  Grady  as 
the  Secretary  and  Mr.  James  Zurlo  and  Mr.  Ellen  Hartwell. 

Great  progress  has  been  made  by  this  organization  and 
its  officers.

Probably  the  most  essential  phase  of  health  education  is 
proper  training  in  the  schools,  because  here  there  is  the 
best  opportunity  for  influencing  the  child’s  health  program, 
since  school  children  are  open  to  suggestion,  ideas,  and 
habit  formation.  The  above  chart  shows  that  the  defects 
noticed  are  considerably  lower  than  in  1936,  however  with 
a  closer  cooperation  of  parents,  teachers,  and  school  nurse 
and  a  more  intensive  preventive  program  we  hope  for  an 
even  lower  record  of  defects  in  the  future. 
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Many  of  the  above  Nose  and  Throat  corrections  can  be 
attributed  to  the  generosity  of  the  “Dr.  Curly  Free  Bed- 
Fund’7  which  benefited  twenty  children  by  the  removal  of 
Tonsils.  Likewise  many  of  the  visional  corrections  are  due 
to  the  Milford  Lions  Club  Eyeglass  Fund  which  took  care 
of  the  treatment  of  ten  children. 

Communicable  Diseases 

Our  listing  of  reported  contagious  diseases  is  considerably 
higher  this  year  due  to  a  slight  epidemic  of  measles,  par¬ 
ticularly  noticeable  in  the  three  to  nine  year  age  group. 
The  increase  in  communicable  diseases  can  be  more  keenly 
noticed  in  the  following  1936-1937  comparative  listing.

In  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  death  rate  from  Tuberculosis 
is  less  than  half  what  it  was  twenty  years  ago,  it  is  still  the 
chief  cause  of  death  in  the  first  decade  of  maturity.  Al¬ 
though  our  record  of  reported  cases  and  deaths  has  in¬ 
creased  this  year,  I  sincerely  believe  it  is  due  to  the  co¬ 
operation  of  our  local  physicians  in  the  reporting  of  cases 
in  an  incipient  stage  and  our  up-grade  trend  in  health 
education  and  more  intensive  use  of  present  facilities  for 
the  ultimate  reduction  of  Tuberculosis.

REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  HEALTH  PHYSICIAN 


In  co-operation  with  Dr.  Herbert  L.  Lombard,  Director 
of  the  Division  of  Adult  Hygiene,  State  Department,  a 
meeting  was  called  June  24,  1937,  by  the  chairman  of  the 
Board  of  Health  of  representatives  of  all  civic,  social  and 
fraternal  organizations  at  which  time  the  Cancer  Control 
Program  of  the  State  Department  of  Health  was  fully 
explained.  The  plan  was  to  have  local  physicians  address 
small  groups,  explaining  some  of  the  causes  of  the  disease 
and  the  facilities  available  for  treatments. 

The  response  has  been  most  gratifying,  both  on  the  part 
of  local  physicans  and  the  general  public.  The  State  expects 
by  this  method  to  cover  practically  350  communities  and 
make  the  inhabitants  cancer  conscious  without  stimulating 
a  phobia.  Thus  far  over  10,000  individuals  have  heard  these 
talks  by  the  doctors,  and  2,000  more  have  listened  to  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Department  of  Public  Health. 

The  Pondville  Hospital  was  made  possible  by  an  act  of  the 
Legislature.  Modern  facilities  are  provided  for  the  surgical 
and  radiological  treatment  of  all  types  of  cancer.  The 
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necessary  care  and  treatment  is  provided  for  many  who 
could  not  receive  adequate  treatment,  because  of  the  rules 
and  regulations  of  some  hospitals  which  prohibit  the  re¬ 
tention  of  patients  ill  with  a  chronic  disease,  over  a  long 
period  of  time. 

The  public  response  to  the  diphtheria  immunizations,  889 
of  which  were  given  this  year  to  children  of  a  pre-school 
age,  and  the  fact  that  our  records  show  no  reported  case 
of  diphtheria,  are  self  evident  proofs  of  the  value  of  this 
feature  of  preventive  medicine.

This  year  we  feel  that  the  Parks  were  maintained  as  well 
as  could  be  with  the  funds  at  our  disposal.

This  is  not  done  by  the  small  children,  we  feel  that  the 
Town  Park  should  be  Policed  at  night  during  the  Summer 
months. 

Playgrounds 

The  Commissioners  try  as  far  as  possible  to  appoint  Play¬ 
grounds  supervisors  who  will  look  after  the  interest  of  the 
Children  under  their  care.  This  year  we  feel  that  we  had 
a  very  efficient  staff  of  supervisors.  The  work  done  in  the 
Playgrounds  under  their  supervision  was  well  praised  by 
many  who  took  the  opportunity  to  look  over  the  Display 
of  Articles  made  by  the  Children  of  the  Playgrounds.

Your  present  Board  of  Engineers  assumed  the  duties  of 
the  office  on  July  22nd.  1937.  We  found  the  apparatus  and 
equipment  in  good  condition  but  regret  to  state  that  the 
condition  of  the  buildings  showed  that  they  have  been  very 
much  neglected  during  the  past  few  years.  It  is  our  hope 
that  the  voters  of  Milford  will  seriously  consider  either  the 
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erection  of  a  Central  station  or  a  substantial  increase  in  the 
appropriation  for  Incidentals  which  will  permit  us  to  make 
the  necessary  alterations  and  repairs  to  the  present  struc¬ 
tures  under  our  supervision. 

During  the  past  summer  alterations  and  repairs  were 
made  at  the  Purchase  Street  station  and  upon  completion 
a  new  Ford  V  8  hose  wagon  equipped  with  a  two  hundred 
gallon  booster  tank  and  power  take  off  capable  of  delivering 
seventy  five  gallons  of  water  per  minute  was  placed  in 
service  for  that  district.  We  feel  that  this  truck  which  is 
fully  equipped  not  only  benefits  the  people  of  the  Purchase 
district  but  the  Town  in  general  as  it  is  ready  for  service 
at  all  times  and  if  ever  needed  by  the  Department  in  the 
down  town  area  it  will  prove  itself  a  valuable  asset.  * 

We  have  endeavoured  to  formulate  a  schedule  where  by 
the  response  of  apparatus  to  general  alarms  would  be  re¬ 
duced  but  due  to  the  fact  that  one  piece  of  apparatus  is 
without  a  driver  six  hours  each  day  we  felt  that  any  im¬ 
mediate  change  under  the  present  setup  may  prove  detri¬ 
mental.  However  we  are  of  the  firm  belief  and  opinion  that 
the  entire  apparatus  and  personnel  should  not  respond  to 
the  majority  of  alarms  unless  so  sent  for  after  the  officer  in 
command  arrives  at  the  scene  of  the  fire.  This  matter  should 
be  given  serious  consideration  by  the  Voters  because  it 
would  increase  the  efficiency  and  offer  greater  protection 
to  the  property  owner. 

We  recommend  that  a  Committee  be  appointed  at  the 
next  Annual  Town  meeting  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining 
the  intention  of  the  Milford  Water  Company  relative  to 
certain  improvements  to  the  present  supply  system  as 
recommended  by  the  Insurance  Underwriter’s  Exchange. 
It  is  our  opinion  that  the  Voters  and  Taxpayers  of  Milford 
should  acquaint  themselves  with  this  condition  as  it  is 
largely  responsible  for  the  exhorbitant  insurance  rate  that 
we  have  been  subjected  to.  We  firmly  believe  that  if  the 
Water  Company  is  guaranteed  that  no  reduction  in  rates 
be  sought  during  the  time  which  will  be  required  to  make 
the  necessary  changes  they  will  gladly  formulate  a  three 
to  five  year  construction  program,  which  when  upon  com¬ 
pletion  will  result  in  a  substantial  reduction  in  the  in¬ 
surance  rate. 

We  also  recommend  a  gradual  increase  in  the  Permanent 
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personnel  of  the  Department  and  likewise  a  reduction  in 
the  Call  personnel  such  as  may  be  consistent  therewith  until 
such  time  as  we  have  acquired  a  sufficient  amount  .of  Per¬ 
manent  men  necessary  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the 
Underwriters  Exchange. 

We  fully  realize  the  financial  condition  of  the  Town  but 
feel  that  gradual  improvements  such  as  mentioned  in  this 
report  will  eventually  meet  the  full  requirements  of  the 
Underwriter  ’s  Exchange  and  ultimately  result  in  large  sav¬ 
ings  by  the  property  owners  of  Milford. 

The  Board  wishes  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the 
Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  Police  Department,  the 
Highway  Department,  the  Wire  Inspector,  and  the  Finance 
Committee  for  their  fine  and  courteous  cooperation  through¬ 
out  the  past  year.

Report  of  Sewerage  Commissioners 


To  the  Citizens  of  Milford : — 

For  the  year  1937  your  Commission  begs  to  report  com¬ 
pletion  of  construction  of  the  additional  sewage  treatment 
works,  a  brick  office  building  and  storehouse  being  added 
and  a  chain  link  steel  wire  fence  surrounding  the  entire 
I  mhoff- trickier  plant  being  erected,  both  under  extension 
of  P.W.A.  Docket  1023-R. 

An  extension  of  the  Congress  Street  sewer  was  made  to 
provide  sanitary  facilities  for  new  development  in  this  loca¬ 
tion.  The  work  was  done  by  Guido  Sabatinelli  as  a  result 
of  bids  received  from  local  contractors,  the  award  being 
made  on  the  basis  of  the  lowest  bid  received. 

Assessment  surveys  were  brought  up  to  date  and  assess¬ 
ment  warrants  for  the  Congress  Street  extension  were  pre¬ 
pared  in  the  customary  form. 

The  usual  maintenance  of  the  system,  sewers,  pumping 
stations  and  treatment  works  was  carried  out  during  the 
year.  Your  Commission  begs  to  report  the  excellent  condi¬ 
tion  of  the  entire  works  with  the  exception  of  one  pumping 
unit  at  the  Charles  Street  low  level  pumping  station,  which 
must  be  replaced  at  an  early  date  to  insure  complete  func¬ 
tioning  of  this  station. 

Financial  details  of  the  Department  are  included  in  the 
Town  Accountant’s  report,  and  a  more  complete  description 
of  the  work  done  during  the  year  is  included  in  our  En¬ 
gineer’s  report  printed  herewith. 

The  total  length  of  sewer  is  25.7  miles,  and  1,875  house 
connections  have  been  made  to  date.

The  work  was  awarded  to  the  John  MacDonald  Construc¬ 
tion  Co.  and  the  Chain  Link  Fence  Co.  by  your  Commission, 
and  the  award  was  approved  by  the  P.  W.  A.  authorities. 

In  our  opinion  this  work  was  justified  as  the  building  of 
brick  construction,  slate  roof,  with  steel  doors  and  steel 
sasli,  wire  glass  windows,  equipped  with  toilet  facilities  and 
provision  for  laboratory,  together  with  the  storage  space 
for  small  tools  and  equipment,  makes  an  ideal  and  per¬ 
manent  addition  to  the  works.  The  fencing  of  the  works 
provides  protection  of  the  plant  units  from  damage  by 
trespassers  at  times  when  the  plant  is  unattended,  and 
insures  continuous  operation  of  all  units.

REPORT  OF  LIBRARY  TRUSTEES 

The  Trustees  of  the  Town  Library  submit  the  following 
report  for  the  year  1937  : 

During  the  year  numerous  complaints  have  been  regis¬ 
tered  with  the  Librarian  regarding  the  lack  of  new  books, 
and  in  this  connection  the  Board  would  call  your  attention 
to  the  Financial  Statement. 

This  statement  shows  that  out  of  $5,400.  appropriated, 
the  pay-roll  is  over  $4,200.  or  about  80%  leaving  only  a 
small  amount  that  can  be  spent  for  new  books  and  re¬ 
binding. 

It  is  not  intended  to  infer  that  our  pay-roll  is  excessive 
as  we  find  it  no  more  than  any  other  towns  of  our  size  and 
population. 

Other  towns  have  invested  funds  for  Library  Purposes, — 
the  yearly  income  from  which  is  available  for  use,  in  addi¬ 
tion  to  the  general  appropriation,  thus  giving  the  Library, 
having  these  funds,  a  much  greater  spending  power  than 
Milford,  who  is  dependent  only  upon  a  yearly  appropria¬ 
tion  by  the  Town. 

It  may  not  be  generally  known  that  the  Library  furnishes 
supervised  reading  for  the  public  schools,  in  addition  to 
many  books  of  reference.  It  does  not  seem  to  your  Board, 
that  this  service  should  be  curtailed,  but  it  necessarily  has 
been  in  spite  of  our  efforts  to  economize. 

The  Board  wishes  to  thank  those  who  have  generously 
presented  the  Library  with  books  and  other  articles  of 
interest,  and  assure  them  that  they  are  greatly  appreciated. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  lack  of  shelf  room  which  is  a 
great  handicap  to  efficient  service,  and  the  Board  is  in  hopes 
that  some  appropriation  may  be  made  to  care  for  this  in 
the  near  future. 

To  the  Librarian  and  her  staff,  the  Board  extend  thanks, 
and  with  their  continued  co-operation,  hope  to  make  our 
library  as  good  as  any  in  the  State.

REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN 


To  the  Trustees  of  the  Town  Library : 

Gentlemen : 

I  submit  herewith  the  seventy-ninth  annual  report  of  the 
Library  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1937. 

CIRCULATION 

The  Library  was  open  302  days,  and  during  that  time 
71,750  volumes  were  loaned,  a  loss  of  5,683  over  the  cir¬ 
culation  of  77,433  in  1936.  The  circulation  by  departments 
was;  History,  303  (loss);  Biography,  1010  (loss);  Politics 
and  Law,  17  (loss)  ;  Travel,  1221  (loss)  ;  Science,  841 
(gain)  ;  Fiction,  37,935  (loss)  ;  Magazines  and  Miscellaneous, 
4,267  (loss)  ;  Religion,  98  (loss)  ;  Poetry,  502  (Loss)  ; 
Juvenile,  25,553  (gain)  ;  Public  Documents,  3  (loss). 

The  largest  daily  circulation  was  November  29  with  587 
volumes.  The  smallest  daily  circulation  was  September  28 
with  63  volumes.  The  average  daily  circulation  was  237.57 
volumes — a  loss.  The  average  circulation  per  capita  was 
4.78  volumes — a  loss.  The  per  capita  income  was  36  cents. 

Notices  sent  delinquents,  837.  This  applies  only  to  first 
notices.  Patrons  registered  during  the  year,  560 ;  total 
registration,  4,830.  Visitors  to  the  Reading  Room,  12,704, 
as  against  9,679 'last  year.  The  increased  number  of  visitors 
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is  explained  by  the  fact  that  the  pupils  of  Stacy  School, 
spend  some  time  in  the  reading  room  twice  each  month. 

Amount  collected  for  fines  and  paid  to  the  .Town  Trea¬ 
surer,  according  to  State  law,  $272.92.  This  is  the  amount 
for  eleven  months,  as  December  is  not  included.

The  members  of  Quinshipaug  Woman’s  Club,  through  the 
Committee  on  Community  Service  and  Public  Welfare,  gave 
the  library  three  books ;  Shadow  on  the  Land,  Upper  Missis¬ 
sippi,  Diary  of  a  Country  Priest. 

The  librarian  and  the  three  assistants  accepted  the  con¬ 
tributory  retirement  system  adopted  by  the  town. 

Barney  Coal  Company  donated  several  thousand  book 
marks,  listing  the  hours  of  the  library. 

Mrs.  Grace  P.  Mayhew  presented  the  library  with  an  old 
map  of  Milford.  This  valuable  gift  has  created  much 
interest  among  the  library  patrons. 

As  all  the  material  of  Miss  Dorcas  Whipple,  supervisor  of 
Drawing,  was  destroyed  in  the  High  school  fire,  the  library 
gave  old  magazines  and  pictures  from  its  collection. 

Quinshipaug  Woman’s  Club  presented  the  Library  with 
four  of  the  drawings  from  Dickens  made  by  Edward  Paine, 
at  one  of  the  club  meetings.

Report  of  the  Inspector  of  Wires 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen : — 

The  volume  of  inspection  work  the  past  year  has  in¬ 
creased,  largely  due  to  the  amount  of  remodeling  that  has 
been,  and  is  in  progress,  and  some  increase  in  new  building 
construction. 

Oil  burner  installation  continues  to  be  the  largest  item 
of  electrical  construction. 

Changes  in  lines  of  work  in  some  of  the  factories  have 
called  for  considerable  new  work. 

Several  business  blocks  had  new  and  adequate  services 
installed  to  replace  those  that  had  become  obsolete,  and  in 
many  cases,  much  overloaded  and  in  bad  condition.  Others 
are  in  immediate  prospect  of  renewal. 

The  change  instituted  by  the  Electric  Light  and  Power 
Co.  to  the  socket  type  of  meter,  and  as  far  as  possible,  in 
outdoor  location,  has  added  to  safety  and  convenience  of 
all  concerned,  but  has  made  necessary  a  large  amount  of 
supervision. 

A  new  issue  of  the  “National  Electrical  Code’’  is  in 
effect  on  Jan.  1,  1938  and  will  provide  some  radical  changes, 
especially  in  the  rules  governing  the  capacity  and  arrange¬ 
ment  of  wiring  in  buildings,  especially  residences.  It  is 
hoped  that  this  will  do  away  with  some  of  the  numerous 
extension  cords,  now  very  numerous. 

There  is  a  great  temptation  for  investigators  of  fires,  to 
credit  electrical  causes,  but  nroof  is  lacking  in  a  large  per¬ 
centage  of  cases  so  recorded. 

One  nossible  contributing  cause  is  almost  always  present, 
and  that  over-size  fuses.  T  have  consistently  urged  the 
danger  of  this,  but  still  the  dangerous  practice  goes  on. 

The  line  construction  of  both  public  utility  companies 
is  kept  in  excellent  condition  and  requires  very  little  super¬ 
vision.  The  Electric  Light  Oo.  at  the  present  time  is  improv¬ 
ing  its  construction  in  side  streets  and  back  yards  of  the 
business  section.

Report  of  the  Inspector  of  Animals 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

During  the  past  year  I  have  had  practically  the  same 
number  of  cattle  coming  under  my  inspection. 

The  number  of  dogs  which  have  been  examined  and 
quarantined  is  about  the  same  as  last  year  and  this  makes 
1937  the  second  year  with  no  positive  case  of  rabies.  I 
honestly  believe  that  danger  from  this  infection  would  be 
materially  lessened  if  my  recommendations  of  the  past  in 
regards  to  inoculation  of  dogs  for  rabies  were  carried  out. 

During  my  annual  tour  of  inspection  carried  on  from 
November  15  to  December  31,  I  found  the  condition  of 
cattle,  sheep,  hogs  and  their  shelters,  barns  and  stables  was 
greatly  improved  and  now  are  in  a  state  where  the  com¬ 
munity  is  safe  guarded  as  to  health  and  sanitation. 

Much  credit  is  due  the  State  Department  of  Agriculture 
for  bringing  about  so  favorable  a  condition,  for  utmost  care 
must  be  exercised  by  dealers  in  keeping  their  premises  and 
cattle  clean  to  produce  milk  which  will  insure  receiving 
their  licenses  to  distribute  milk. 

The  number  of  pigs,  sheep  and  goats  is  still  small  and 
no  out-  breaks  of  contagion  or  infection  have  been  reported.

Town  Solicitor’s  Report 


Of  the  six  accident  cases  pending  in  court  against  the 
Town  on  January  1,  1937,  three  have  been  settled.  One  of 
the  accidents  happened  in  1932,  one  1933  and  one  in  1934. 
On  January  1,  1938,  there  were  pending  in  court  five 
accident  cases,  one  less  than  on  January  1,  1937,  two  new 
accident  suits  having  been  commenced  during  the  year. 
Eight  claims  were  settled  without  having  been  entered. 
Notice  of  four  new  claims  was  received  in  which  legal 
proceedings  have  not  been  commenced.  In  one  accident  on 
Purchase  Street,  caused  by  alleged  defective  sewer  drain 
construction,  settlement  was  forced  from  the  contractor. 

The  Police  Department  and  the  Highway  Department,  as 
soon  as  an  accident  is  reported,  are  requested  to  investigate 
the  same  and  to  take  pictures  of  the  alleged  defect  when 
necessary,  and  both  Departments  have  been  very  co¬ 
operative. 

Most  of  the  serious  accidents  occur  on  alleged  defective 
sidewalks.  As  the  old  sidewalks  have  cracks  and  depressions 
in  them,  in  most  every  case,  the  party  injured  is  able  to 
expose  a  defective  place  in  the  approximate  vicinity  of 
where  the  fall  occurred  and  say  the  accident  happened  at 
that  point.  This  makes  the  case  difficult  to  defend  and, 
therefore,  the  Town  can  make  no  better  investment  than 
to  continue  the  construction  of  concrete  surfaced  side¬ 
walks  on  every  street. 

In  1937,  265  Preambles  of  Taking  for  unpaid  taxes  were 
prepared  at  the  request  of  the  Tax  Collector.  These  Pre¬ 
ambles  must  conform  with  legal  requirements,  and  in  each 
case  contain  a  general  description  of  each  parcel  of  prop¬ 
erty.  A  comparison  with  the  figures  of  previous  years  dis¬ 
closes  that  272  Preambles  were  prepared  in  1936,  289  in 
1935,  418  in  1934  and  569  in  1933.  While  this  indicates  that 
more  taxpayers  paid  their  taxes  without  being  served  with 
these  Preambles  during  the  past  vear  than  in  previous  years, 
this  is  not  an  accurate  conclusion  because  once  property 
is  taken,  the  lien  for  subseouent  vears  attaches  on  eertifica- 
t’on  of  the  tax  due  by  the  Tax  Collector  to  the  Treasurer, 
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of  which  this  Department  has  no  record.  Eighteen  titles 
were  actually  taken  in  1937  (as  compared  with  16  in  1936, 
25  in  1935,  43  in  1934  and  145  in  1933),  so  that  247  taxpayers 
paid  their  taxes  after  the  Preambles  were  served  and  dis¬ 
pensed  with  the  necessity  of  proceeding  further  to  take 
the  title.  Thirty-eight  tax  titles  previously  taken  over  by 
the  Town  were  settled  during  1937  and  released  or  dis¬ 
claimed,  those  disclaimed  having  been  approved  by  the 
Assessors  and  the  Tax  Collector,  with  the  consent  of  the 
Tax  Commissioner. 

At  the  request  of  the  Town  Treasurer,  19  petitions  to 
foreclose  tax  titles  were  instituted  in  the  Land  Court  dur¬ 
ing  the  year  which,  with  the  16  filed  in  previous  years, 
makes  a  total  of  35.  Of  these,  21  cases  have  been  disposed 
of,  as  follows :  10  by  adjustment  and  11  by  decrees  con¬ 
firming  the  title  in  the  Town.  The  aggregate  assessed  value 
of  the  11  properties  thus  owned  by  the  Town  is  $17,950.00. 
The  petition  to  foreclose  the  tax  title  of  the  Southern  New 
England  Ice  Company  went  to  a  contested  hearing,  but  the 
Land  Court  found  that  the  tax  taking  proceedings  were 
legal  in  every  respect. 

Two  suits  brought  by  the  Town  at  the  request  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Welfare  for  reimbursement  for  relief, 
were  adjusted  by  payments  being  made  to  the  Town.  One 
welfare  case  brought  by  the  City  of  Boston  January  9,  1937 
against  the  Town  for  alleged  aid  rendered  by  the  City  to 
Milford  residents,  is  still  pending  in  the  Superior  Court  of 
Suffolk  County. 

A  suit  for  land  damages  in  Worcester  Superior  Court, 
arising  out  of  the  construction  of  Cedar  Street  in  1934  was 
disposed  of  favorably  to  the  Town  because  of  certain  legal 
questions  involved ;  releases  and  easements  to  the  Town 
from  abuttors  on  Purchase  Street  in  connection  with  Pur¬ 
chase  Street  Reconstruction  1936  were  prepared,  executed 
and,  where  necessary,  recorded  in  the  Registry  of  Deeds; 
and  releases  and  deeds  in  connection  with  such  claims 
against  the  Town  as  have  been  settled  by  the  Boston  & 
Albany  Railroad  with  land  owners  on  Medway  Street  by 
reason  of  the  construction  of  the  overpass  over  the  rail¬ 
road,  have  been  examined,  approved  and,  where  necessary, 
recorded. 

kinder  Article  19  (Warrant,  Special  Town  Meeting  June 
18,  1937,)  it  was  voted  to  accept  the  recommendations  of 
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the  Cedar  Swamp  Development  Commission,  but  that  no 
money  be  appropriated  until  this  Department  “put  all  titles 
in  order”  and  that  the  Town  Counsel  report  on  the  titles 
to  the  Selectmen  before  the  March  Town  Meeting  of  1938. 
In  pursuance  of  the  vote,  a  petition  to  register  the  title  and 
whatever  rights  The  Town  may  have  in  the  same,  is  ready 
for  filing,  but  a  plan  prepared  according  to  Land  Court 
rules  and  regulations  must  accompany  the  petition.  For 
many  months,  engineers  have  been  engaged  in  making  a 
survey,  but  at  this  time  work  lias  not  been  completed.  As 
soon  as  the  plan  is  finished,  the  petition  will  be  filed  in 
accordance  with  the  vote. 


Attendance  has  been  given  at  public  hearings  before 
federal,  state  and  county  authorities,  including  hearings 
on  WPA  matters  before  the  Federal  Works  Progress  Ad¬ 
ministration;  on  Purchase  Street  Construction  before  the 
State  Board  of  Public  Works  and  County  Commissioners; 
on  the  abolition  of  the  grade  crossing  on  Medway  Street 
before  the  State  Board  of  Public  Works  and  State  De¬ 
partment  of  Public  Utilities ;  on  the  approval  of  the  budget, 
articles  and  votes  before  the  Emergency  Finance  Board, 
and  upon  the  project  for  the  construction  of  the  office 
building,  wire  fence  and  improvements  at  the  sewer  beds 
before  the  Federal  Public  Works  Administration.  These 
projects  required  preparation  and  the  drawing  of  applica¬ 
tions  and  petitions  to  comply  with  the  regulations,  as  well 
as  innumerable  conferences  and  much  discussion. 


Advice  and  opinions,  when  requested,  have  been  given  to 
the  various  Town  Departments,  whose  co-operation  and 
assistance  are  hereby  publicly  appreciated.

The  old  roof 
with  its  graceful  lines  and  many  dormers  has  given 
place  to  a  third  story  of  Milford  Pink  granite,  laid 
random  ashlar,  thus  matching  in  style  and  material  the 
lower  stories  and  completely  harmonizing  in  form  with 
the  newer  section.

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Report  of  the  School  Committee 


The  following  budget  for  1938  has  been  carefully  con¬ 
sidered  in  detail  by  your  School  Committee,  and  I  would 
say,  (1)  that  of  the  items  for  Teachers’  Salaries,  Care  and 
Vocational  Salaries,  each  is  the  amount  of  the  payroll;  (2) 
the  above  is  true  for  very  nearly  the  complete  items  for 
Health  and  Supervision;  (3)  a  fair  repair  fund  for  private 
property  is  1%  ;  we  are  asking  for  less  than  one  half  of 
1%  of  the  value  of  the  school  buildings,  not  including  the 
contents,  for  repairs;  (4)  for  Transportation,  we  are  asking 
about  $200  more  than  was  expended  for  this  item  in  1937 ; 
(5)  for  Fuel,  we  are  asking  for  more  money  than  was  paid 
last  year,  but  we  are  obliged  to  maintain  heat  in  the  old 
High  school  building  for  the  next  two  months,  more  or  less, 
according  to  the  weather,  to  dry  out  the  walls,  and  after 
that  the  plaster;  (6)  we  have  asked  1%%  for  Books  and 
Supplies  which  is  unusually  low;  (7)  it  is  only  fair  to 
explain  that  an  item  of  over  $2,000  for  new  equipment  was 
charged  to  incidentals,  in  the  absence  of  a  special  appro¬ 
priation.  We  ask  for  $6500.,  which  is  needed.  (8)  The  cost 
of  tuition  in  the  trade  schools  increased  43.7%  in  1937.  We 
ask  for  14.9%  more  this  year. 


Under  (1)  it  was  said  that  three  items,  among  them 
vocational  salaries,  was  each  the  payroll.  Let  me  say  at 
this  point  that  the  item  of  vocational  salaries,  and  conse¬ 
quently  the  budget,  is  $2,000  higher  than  it  would  otherwise 
have  been,  because  the  Department  of  Education  (Voca¬ 
tional  section)  no  longer  undertakes  to  pay  the  salary  of 
the  master  of  the  Boys’  Shop. 

It  is  only  due  this  department,  to  explain  again,  that  the 
net  cost  of  education  in  Milford  was  not,  in  round  numbers, 
$219,000,  but  $188,000,  as  will  be  seen  by  an  inspection  of 
the  table  of  “Net  Costs  for  1937”  a  little  farther  on  in  this 
report.

Report  of  the  Superintendent 


To  the  Honorable  School  Committee  of  the  Town  of  Milford, 
Gentlemen : — 

I  herewith  present  my  27th  annual  report,  the  59th  of 
such  reports  in  Milford. 

HIGH  SCHOOL  FIRE 

In  the  early  morning  hours  of  March  31,  1937,  six  and 
one  half  months  after  opening  the  unit  plant,  just  thirty 
days  after  occupying  the  new  art  room,  fire  broke  out  in  the 
third  story  of  the  old  High  school  section,  entirely  destroy¬ 
ing  the  third  (roof)  story  and  badly  damaging  three  rooms 
on  the  first  and  second  floors.  We  were,  therefore,  forced  to 
go  back  to  platoons  and  shall  be  obliged  to  operate  on  that 
basis  until  the  old  section,  as  rebuilt,  is  ready  for  occupancy. 
The  damaged  building  is  being  rebuilt  with  the  third  story 
in  Milford  pink  granite  in  the  same  style  as  the  lower 
stories,  with  tar-and-gravel  roof,  and  will  harmonize  per¬ 
fectly  'with  the  new  section.  The  new  third  story  will  include 
an  art  class-room  somewhat  larger  than  the  former  one, 
two  laboratories,  two  class-rooms,  and  a  large  study  room. 
The  work  of  reconstruction  is  in  the  hands  of  the  A.  F. 
Smiley  Construction  Co.  of  Pawtucket,  R.  I.,  and  good 
progress  is  being  made. 

HEALTH 

The  reports  of  the  School  Physicians  and  Nurses  indicate 
that  good  progress  is  being  made  in  promoting  the  health 
of  the  school  children. 

Through  the  courtesy  of  the  State  Department  of  Public 
Health,  there  have  just  been  given,  under  the  leadership 
of  Miss  M.  Eleanor  Hanson,  R.N.,  consultant  in  Public 
Health,  Division  of  Child  Hygiene,  Audiometer  tests  to

2,064  school  children.  The  thanks  of  this  department  are 
due,  and  are  hereby  extended  to  the  State  Department  for 
this  service,  and  to  Miss  Hanson  for  the  courtesy  and 
efficiency  with  which  the  project  was  carried  out.  The  re¬ 
sults  of  these  tests  will  be  given  to  the  press  as  soon  as 
ascertained,  and  will  appear  in  a  subsequent  report  of  this 
department.

HIGH  SCHOOL 

by  Frank  C.  Berry,  Principal 

Milford  High  School  opened  on  September  13  this  year 
with  a  total  membership  of  eight  hundred  five.  This  was 
approximately  the  same  as  in  1936.  We  now  have  one 
hundred  forty-eight  Seniors,  one  hundred  ninety  Juniors, 
two  hundred  seven  Sophomores,  two  hundred  fifty-seven 
Freshmen,  and  five  Post  Graduates.  The  attendance  during 
1937  was  more  regular,  that  is  with  fewer  withdrawals,  than 
at  any  time  during  the  last  five  years. 

During  this  year  we  were  forced  to  return  to  the  two 
session  plan  because  of  the  partial  destruction  of  our  old 
building  by  fire.  This  happened  on  the  night  of  March  31, 
and  we  finished  the  year  with  the  Freshman  class  coming 
afternoons.  This  is  a  most  unsatisfactory  arrangement,  but 
we  were  fortunate  that  both  buildings  were  not  destroyed. 
The  fire  broke  out  during  the  night  when  the  building  was 
empty  which  gives  us  a  great  deal  to  be  thankful  for.  We 
hope  to  return  to  the  single  session  program  when  school 
opens  in  September,  1938. 

I  should  like  to  emphasize  again  my  recommendation 
concerning  the  selection  of  courses  by  the  students.  Any 
child  who  shows  scholastic  ability  should  prepare  himself 
for  future  schooling.  It  is  a  sad  thing  to  find  a  boy  or  girl 
in  the  last  year  suddenly  waking  up  to  the  fact  that  the 
course  chosen  does  not  fit  him  or  her  for  the  work  planned. 
Parents  should  seek  advice  and  help  from  the  school  au-  . 
thorities,  who  are  not  only  willing  but  anxious  to  help  at 
all  times. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  High  School  faculty, 
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the  Superintendent  of  Schools — Mr.  Caswell,  and  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  School  Committee  for  the  co-operation  and  help 
given  to  me  during  the  year. 

THE  OAK,  LILY,  AND  IVY 

The  fiftv-third  edition  of  The  Oak,  Lily,  and  Ivy,  the 
year  book  of  the  school  published  annually  by  the  senior 
class  under  the  faculty  supervision  of  Miss  Margaret  M. 
Pyne,  Mr.  James  A.  Iliggiston,  and  Mr.  Harold  M.  Moran 
was  issued  in  June  during  the  senior  week  exercises.  It  was 
dedicated  to  Miss  Pyne  on  Senior  Night  in  the  auditorium. 
Prank  D.  Berry,  ’37,  was  editor-in-chief;  AVilliam  Werber, 
’37,  served  as  business  manager.  The  aim  of  the  activity  is 
clearly  stated  in  the  foreword  of  the  recent  edition:  “The 
pages  of  this  book  are  a  pleasurable  means  to  an  end — a 
tangible  way  by  which  we  are  able  to  recall  four  happy 
years  of  school  life.7’ 

Membership  on  the  committee  is  selective  and  comprises 
those  students  who  attain  a  good  scholastic  average  or  who 
show  a  marked  artistic  ability.  The  efforts  of  the  group 
were  well  rewarded. 

The  circulation  has  been  increasing  annually  among  both 
students  and  alumni.  Thanks  are  expressed  once  again  to 
the  sponsors  and  advertisers  who  make  this  chronicle  of 
student  days  a  financial  possibility. 

JUNIOR  SCIENCE  CLUB 

This  club  is  sponsored  by  Fred  A.  Metcalf  of  the  High 
School  faculty.  It  was  organized  in  1930,  and  has  a  member¬ 
ship  of  forty.  The  purpose  of  the  club  is  to  develop  an  in¬ 
terest  in  the  study  of  science  and  its  practical  applications. 

DAVID  GARRICK  CLUB 

The  David  Garrick  Dramatic  Club  is  made  up  of  members 
of  the  two  upper  classes.  The  club  aims  to  better  acquaint 
its  members  with  all  phases  of  stage  productions,  and  each 
member  is  given  an  opportunity  to  take  some  part  in  the 
production  of  a  play.  It  may  be  in  acting,  coaching,  cos¬ 
tuming,  make-up,  lighting,  or  the  construction  of  scenery. 
The  value  of  producing  good  plays  is  emphasized. 

During  the  course  of  the  year  the  club  enters  the  Massa¬ 
chusetts  State  Drama  Festival,  and,  whenever  possible, 
trips  are  made  to  other  towns  or  cities  to  observe  well 
produced  plays. 

DANTE  CLUB 

The  Dante  Club  was  re-organized  in  October,  1937,  with 
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seventy-four  members.  Membership  is  limited  to  the  pupils 
taking  up  the  study  of  the  Italian  language.  The  aim  of  the 
club  is  to  sponsor  scholastic  activities  which  cannot  be 
taken  up  in  the  class  room.  During  the  year,  the  club  mem¬ 
bers  listened  to  several  talks  on  Italian  subjects,  held  three 
debates,  spoke  in  Italian  or  in  English  on  Italian  subjects, 
and  took  part  in  plays  and  sketches  in  Italian.  The  feature 
of  the  year  was  the  performance  of  three  full  length  one-act 
plays  in  Italian  by  members  of  the  club  without  outside 
assistance  of  any  form.  The  club  has  been  under  the  super¬ 
vision  of  Mr.  James  V.  Zurlo  and  Miss  Martha  Molinari. 

CIVICS  CLUB 

The  Civics  Club  was  organized  in  January,  1937,  under 
the  supervision  of  Miss  Louise  Casey,  a  member  of  the 
faculty. 

The  aim  of  the  organization  was  to  increase  the  interest 
and  enthusiasm  of  its  members  in  current  events  and  ques¬ 
tions  of  the  day.  There  were  approximately  fifty  members 
in  the  club,  all  of  whom  had  to  attain  an  average  of  at  least 
eight  per  cent  in  Civics  in  order  to  be  eligible  for  member¬ 
ship. 

THE  CHRISTMAS  PARTY 

The  second  annual  Christmas  party  was  held  in  the  John 
C.  Lynch  Auditorium  on  Monday,  December  20.  Fifteen 
baskets  were  given  away.  The  names  of  the  winners  were 
drawn  from  a  basket  by  the  members  of  the  faculty.  The 
expenses  for  this  party  are  borne  each  year  by  the  High 
School  Association.  Each  basket  contained  a  ten  pound 
turkey,  one  peck  of  potatoes,  five  pounds  of  squash,  two 
pounds  of  sugar,  one  pound  of  butter,  cranberry  sauce,  one 
pound  of  coffee,  one  dozen  oranges,  two  loaves  of  bread, 
one  box  of  cookies,  four  pounds  of  bananas,  one  bunch  of 
celery,  one  pound  of  Christmas  candy,  and  one  pound  of 
mixed  nuts. 

GIFTS 

Mrs.  Edward  Doheny  receives  our  thanks  for  a  large 
collection  of  books  for  the  school  library,  in  memory  of  the 
late  Fred  L.  Nolan,  class  of  1915. 

Tlie  Quinshipaug  Woman's  Club  receives  our  thanks  for 
a  collection  of  sketches  (characters  from  Dickens)  by  Mr. 
Edward  F.  Payne.  We  have  displayed  these  sketches  oh  the 
walls  of  A-l. 
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The  students,  through  their  own  Association,  had  a  new 
amplifying  system  installed  in  the  John  C.  Lynch  Audi¬ 
torium.  This  sytem  is  used  for  all  the  Friday  night  socials. 
It  has  proven  of  great  value,  and  the  microphone  attach¬ 
ment  is  convenient  for  use  at  all  times. 

GEORGE  E.  STACY  SCHOOL 

David  I.  Davoren,  Principal 

There  were  no  major  changes  in  the  administration  of 
the  Stacy  Junior  High  School  during  the  past  year. 

The  Stacy  Junior  High  School  Association  was  organized 
this  year  with  the  following  pupils  as  officers :  Paul  Hachey, 
President;  George  Gould,  Vice  President;  John  Chapman, 
Treasurer;  Charles  Tomaso,  Secretary.  The  Association 
sponsors  various  activities  in  the  school.  This  year  Safety 
Patrols  and  a  Safety  Council  were  organized  and  maintained 
by  members  of  the  Association. 

A  school  newspaper,  The  Stacy  Spotlight,  also  came  into 
existence,  and  although  only  in  its  infancy,  great  advan¬ 
tages  to  the  pupils,  teachers,  and  the  school  have  already 
been  realized. 

The  pupils  in  the  school  are  greatly  handicapped  by  the 
lighting  condition  in  the  classrooms.  There  is  only  one  light 
in  each  room,  which  is  quite  insufficient  to  properly  light  a 
room,  especially,  in  the  afternoons  of  the  shorter  winter 
days  and  the  stormy  days.  There  are  connections  and 
switches  for  an  adequate  number  of  lights  in  each  room, 
but  the  fixtures  have  never  been  connected.  It  is  my  belief 
that  money  expended  to  provide  proper  lighting  facilities 
for  school  children  is  well  spent.  I  earnestly  hope  that  this 
condition  will  be  remedied  in  the  near  future. 

The  American  Legion  Medals  for  school  citizenship  were 
awarded  to  Catherine  Baci  and  Alfred  Cassinelli. 

1  wish  to  express  my  gratitude  for  the  cooperation  and 
the  many  courtesies  extended  to  me  by  the  various  super¬ 
visors,  the  Stacy  School  Teachers,  Mr.  Caswell,  and  the 
members  of  the  School  Committee. 

MILFORD  GENERAL  VOCATIONAL  SCHOOL 

David  I.  Davoren,  Director 

The  Milford  General  Vocational  School  went  through  the 
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past  year  without  any  administrative  changes.  Some  equip¬ 
ment  was  purchased,  but  there  is  still  a  need  for  more, 
which  need,  I  know,  will  gradually  be  taken  care  of. 

The  pupils  of  the  Vocational  School  presented  their 
second  Annual  Open  House  Day  in  May  of  last  year.  There 
were  a  large  number  of  interested  visitors  during  the  pre¬ 
sentation  of  programs,  which  were  favorably  received. 

This  School  is  greatly  handicapped  by  the  limited  amount 
of  space  allotted  to  it  in  the  building.  The  Shop  Room  is 
by  far  too  small  to  accommodate  the  number  of  boys  de¬ 
sirous  of  attending  the  classes.  I  hope  that  some  day  this 
crowded  condition  will  be  alleviated,  so  that  the  pupils  may 
derive  even  greater  benefits  than  they  are  now  receiving. 

I  also  recommend  the  extension  of  this  school  another 
two  years.  It  is  very  difficult  to  train  pupils  and  then  find 
profitable  employment  for  them  when  the  instruction  period 
is  only  two  years  and  the  age  of  the  pupil  sixteen.  I  feel 
that  if  these  students  could  be  held  in  school  and  given  two 
more  years  of  training,  much  better  results  would  be  forth¬ 
coming.  The  pupils  would  have  a  better  preparation  and 
consequently  a  better  opportunity  to  obtain  skilled  em¬ 
ployment,  and  less  need  for  further  immediate  training  in 
trade  schools.  I  trust  that  the  above  recommendation  will 
receive  favorable  consideration  and  be  actually  realized  in 
the  future. 

I  extend  my  sincere  appreciation  to  the  members  of  the 
Advisory  Board,  the  teachers  of  the  school,  the  Executive 
Officer,  Mr.  Caswell,  and  the  members  of  the  School  Com¬ 
mittee. 

CONTINUATION  SCHOOL

The  Continuation  School  classes  started  the  fall  term  on 
September  the  sixteenth,  1937,  with  an  average  enrollment. 

The  numbers  increased  steadily  each  week  until  we  found 
on  the  first  week  of  December,  1937,  an  increase  of  fifty- 
eight  per  cent  over  the  same  period  last  year. 

Although  handicapped  for  space  with  these  larger  num¬ 
bers  and  without  a  home-room  since  the  fire,  the  girls  have 
shown  co-operation  and  enthusiasm  for  the  work. 

The  class  in  First-Aid  completed  their  work  and  received 
their  Red  Cross  Certificates.  The  girls  derived  great  benefit 
from  this  course  and  practiced  the  bandage  work  etc.,  in 
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their  homes. 

In  the  cooking  classes  they  prepared  and  served  inex¬ 
pensive  and  nourishing  breakfasts,  school  and  home  lunch¬ 
eons  and  dinners. 

At  Christmas-time  they  made  useful  and  inexpensive 
Christmas  gifts. 

PHYSICAL  TRAINING

Basket  ball  was  introduced  to  both  boys  and  girls  at  the 
High  School,  and  was  enthusiastically  received.  Intramural 
leagues  were  inaugurated,  in  which  some  three  hundred 
boys  and  girls  participated.  The  girls  were  guided  by  Miss 
Agnes  L.  Crane  of  the  faculty.  Games  wTere  played  daily, 
with  results,  scoring  records,  and  team  standings  kept.  The 
whole-hearted  way  in  which  the  students  responded  was 
extremely  gratifying. 

At  the  end  of  the  season,  a  round-robin  tournament  was 
held  with  eight  teams  of  the  more  advanced  boys  participat¬ 
ing.  Keen  interest  was  expressed  by  the  students,  and  a 
capacity  crowd  filled  the  auditorium  to  watch  the  play. 

As  some  of  the  boys  became  more  acquainted  with  the 
manoeuvers  of  the  game,  a  team  was  formed,  comprised 
mostly  of  seniors,  which  played  Wellesley  twice,  and  al¬ 
though  defeated  on  both  occasions,  made  an  excellent 
showing.  This  team  was  comprised  of  the  following.  Angelo 
Ferrario,  Stanley  Haskel,  Frank  Berry,  Stephen  Olianian, 
and  Harry  Anderson. 

It  is  our  hope  that  this  program  may  be  carried  out  again 
this  year,  but  with  the  return  to  the  double  session  classes 
of  the  pupils  some  difficulties  are  expected. 

Physical  exercises  were  carried  on  throughout  the  grades 
with  special  emphasis  placed  again  on  posture.  A  record  of 
each  pupil's  posture  was  kept  throughout  the  year,  and  in 
May  one  boy  and  one  girl  were  chosen  from  each  room  in 
the  several  grades  to  compete  for  the  championship  of  their 
grade.  The  winners  were  as  follows :

Starting  with  a  fine  nucleus  from  the  successful  team 
of  1986,  the  baseball  team  quickly  swung  into  a  winning 
stride,  rapidly  gaining  a  lead  in  the  Midland  League,  and 
second  position  in  the  Bay  State  League.  The  long  twenty 
game  schedule  proved  too  much  for  the  pitching  staff, 
however,  and  we  were  nosed  out  by  Hudson  in  the  Midland 
League  and  by  Norwood  in  the  Bay  State.  Our  record  was 
again  impressive  enough  to  earn  us  our  second  consecutive 
invitation  to  represent  this  section  in  the  State  Tourney  at 
Fenway  Park  for  the  state  championship,  but  a  powerful 
Lowell  nine  out-clubbed  us  9-7  in  our  first  attempt.  Two 
victories  over  St.  Mary’s  gave  us  possession  of  two  legs  on 
the  second  Daily  News  cup.

The  1937  football  team  was  comprised  mostly  of  Sopho¬ 
mores  and  Juniors,  and  its  lack  of  experience  caused  mis¬ 
takes  which  resulted  in  losses.  However,  with  eight  regulars 
back,  next  year’s  prospects  seem  bright.

VOCAL  MUSIC 

By  Miss  Helena  F.  Swift,  Supervisor 

As  music  is  one  of  the  most  valuable  subjects  in  the  school 
curriculum,  the  influence  of  it  upon  the  lives  of  children  is 
more  potent  than  that  of  almost  any  other  educational 
activity. 

Our  work  is  based  on  the  intimate  relation  that  exists 
between  the  beautiful  and  the  good,  stress  being  laid  upon 
the  beauty  of  the  songs.  We  have  tried  to  inculcate  the  ideal 
of  singing  them  beautifully  as  well  as  correctly. 

Good  expression  in  singing  results  from  a  correct  under¬ 
standing  of  the  word-text.  Legato  and  phrasing  are  taught, 
thus  involving  the  taking  of  breath,  and  the  insertion  of 
natural  breaks  as  are  dictated  by  the  meaning  and  punc¬ 
tuation  of  the  text.  Posture,  while  singing,  has  been  given 
due  attention.  We  have  tried  to  arouse  personal  responsi¬ 
bility  by  having  individual  work. 

In  the  first  four  grades,  the  singing  is  soft  and  sweet ;  the 
compass  of  the  songs  used  is  high,  rather  than  low.  The 
child’s  attention  is  directed  to  listening  to  his  own  voice  to 
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see  whether  or  not  he  is  singing  in  tune. 

In  all  intermediate  and  Junior  High  classes  where  two 
and  three-part  singing  is  taught,  voice  quality  is  strongly 
emphasized,  as  are  attack,  release  and  rhythm.  A  general 
review  of  chromatics  developed  from  the  fourth  grade  on, 
is  made  in  these  years. 

Starting  in  the  fifth,  and  continuing  through  the  eighth 
grade,  transposition,  scale  writing  and  other  technical 
forms  are  studied. 

In  addition  to  the  teaching  of  voice  in  the  Senior  high 
school,  much  intensive  work  is  done  in  the  Theory  and 
Harmony  class.  In  order  to  increase  their  appreciation  for 
the  best  in  music  plans  are  now  being  formulated  for  the 
students  to  attend  a  performance  of  one  of  the  operas  to  be 
given  later  in  the  year  at  the  Boston  Opera  House.  It  is 
pleasing  to  note  that  some  of  the  class  have  already  signified 
their  intention  of  furthering  their  musical  education  after 
graduation. 

INSTRUMENTAL  MUSIC

We  have  a  total  enrollment  in  the  student  body  of  over 
two  hundred  and  fifty.  Our  Senior  Band  of  eighty-five 
pieces  made  their  initial  appearance  in  their  new  and  at¬ 
tractive  uniforms  on  Armistice  Day  (November  11th)  in 
Framingham  when  they  took  part  in  the  annual  classic 
between  the  Milford  and  Framingham  High  Schools.  They 
were  highly  complimented  by  officials  of  both  towns  for 
their  musical  performance  and  their  fine  appearance. 

During  the  present  school  year  they  also  took  part  in 
numerous  civic  parades  and  celebrations.  Their  rendition 
of  carols  on  Christmas  Eve  added  much  to  the  holiday 
spirit.  They  are  now  preparing  for  their  annual  concert  to 
be  given  jointly  with  the  Milford  High  School  orchestra 
during  the  latter  part  of  May.  Over  two  hundred  children 
both  boys  and  girls,  will  take  part  in  this  instrumental 
festival. 

In  the  Stacy  School  during  the  present  school  year  the 
Instrumental  Department  inaugurated  classes  in  Theory 
of  Music  and  Solfeggio  to  increase  the  students’  knowledge 
of  the  fundaments bs  and  appreciation  of  instrumental  music. 
The  instrument  instruction  is  given  after  school  hours  on 
Mondays  and  Tuesdays. 
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In  the  High  School  six  classes  of  sectional  rehearsals  are 
held  on  Tuesdays  and  Fridays.  Combined  classes  meet  on 
Thursdays.  Great  interest  has  been  evinced  and  hearty  co¬ 
operation  has  been  shown  in  this  department. 

ART 

By  Miss  Dorcas  Whipple,  Supervisor 

In  our  last  report  we  were  planning  to  move  to  the  new 
art  room  in  the  remodeled  upper  tioor  of  the  old  High 
school  building.  At  the  beginning  of  the  spring  term  we 
did  move.  The  new  room  proved  to  be  large,  with  good 
light  and  excellent  display  boards.  A  much  needed  supply 
closet  was  also  included.  From  March  1  to  March  31  we 
enjoyed  the  advantages  of  such  a  room.  On  the  night  of 
March  31st  the  destructive  fire  that  swept  thru  the  building 
destroyed  everything  including  student  work  by  present 
and  previous  classes,  and  many  personal  art  treasures, 
which  can  never  be  replaced. 

After  a  short  delay  new  desks  and  chairs  with  a  small 
equipment  of  necessary  supplies  were  purchased  and  art 
work  was  once  more  resumed  in  the  teachers’  room  of  the 
vStacy  school.  The  sympathy  and  help  from  the  school 
committee,  superintendent  and  teachers  at  this  time  was 
deeply  appreciated. 

It  will  be  noted  in  the  upper  grades  that  each  year  of  art 
training  gives  the  child  a  power  in  this  mode  of  expression 
that  vitalizes  all  other  social  studies.  Hundreds  of  children 
receive  encouragement  because  they  discover  they  can 
express  themselves  thru  the  medium  of  drawing.  Art 
appreciation  and  its  application  does  not  come  without 
effort  but,  when  understood,  provides  a  joyful,  creative  and 
informing  experience. 

The  lessons  therefore  are  planned  to  help  the  pupil  ex¬ 
press  his  creative  ability  and  develop  a  good  foundation  for 
later  training  in  mechanics  or  the  arts. 

In  the  girls’  vocational  classes  the  art  work  brings  a 
closer  relationship  with  the  home  thru  the  study  of  home 
planning  and  decorating.  Plans  of  houses,  arrangement  of 
furniture  and  pleasing  color  schemes  are  studied  so  that  the 
girls  feel  confident  to  carry  on  the  lessons  learned  in  school 
to  the  actual  painting  and  redecorating  of  their  own  homes. 
Once  more  we  look  with  hope  to  the  future  that  may  bring 
to  us  again  a  new  room  in  which  to  carry  on  the  needs  of 
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education  thru  art. 

FURTHER  COMMENT 

By  Miss  Margaret  V.  Condon,  Assistant  Supervisor 

There  is  an  old,  yet  ever  new  reason  for  art  education ; 
it  is  the  demand  of  almost  every  person  for  beauty.  No  one 
can  afford  to  disregard  the  importance  of  art  appreciation 
and  applied  arts.  Every  successful  manufacturer  realizes 
what  an  important  part  design,  line  and  color  have  to  do 
with  the  sale  of  his  merchandise  and,  wisely,  hires  artists 
who  have  the  ability  to  satisfy  the  requirements  of  good 
taste. 

In  teaching  art  in  the  elementary  grades  we  have  definite 
objectives;  they  are: 

1.  To  guide  the  child  in  discovering  his  own  hidden 
abilities. 

2.  To  encourage  creative  tendencies. 

3.  To  teach  the  boys  and  girls  the  fundamentals  that  they 
will  need  in  continuing  their  art  education. 

The  course  includes  illustrating,  lettering,  poster  work, 
cut  paper  projects,  creative  design  and  color  theory. 

Christmas  affords  the  opportunity  to  make  useful  gifts. 
This  year  the  children  made  wrall  plaques,  calendars,  book¬ 
lets,  peasant  plates  and  movable  toys. 

The  pupils  in  the  Special  Classes  derive  great  pleasure 
from  drawing  and  handiwork  and  some  of  them  have  ability 
along  artistic  lines.  Given  the  opportunity,  I  am  sure  some 
of  the  boys  and  girls  in  these  classes  would  accomplish  re¬ 
markable  results  in  the  vocational  classes.

The  projects  for  the  4-H  Clubs  for  the  season  1936-1937 
included  cooking,  sewing,  knitting,  music  and  dramatics 
under  the  able  direction  of  the  junior  and  senior  leaders. 

Miss  Dorothy  A.  Crandall,  assistant  county  club  agent 
was  present  at  all  monthly  meetings,  giving  lectures  and 
presenting  demonstrations  on  the  various  phases  of  4-H 
club  projects. 

The  Health  “H”  was  stressed  as  in  the  past,  notably  by 
Mrs.  Albertine  Mackellar  in  a  lecture  at  a  Monthly  Meeting 
held  at  the  V.  F.  W.  Home. 

At  the  dress  contest  held  annually  in  Worcester  a  group 
of  older  girls  presented  a  play  written  by  Irma  Johnson, 
and  the  music  group,  at  the  invitation  of  the  county  agents, 
led  the  community  singing. 

The  exhibit  for  the  year  was  held  in  K.  of  C.  Hall  with 
550  articles  on  display  to  the  public  for  1  day  and  1  night. 
On  the  evening  of  the  exhibit  pins  of  achievement  were 
presented  to  the  deserving  members  by  Mr.  Geo.  F.  E. 
Storey  of  the  Worcester  County  Extension  Service. 

CHRISTMAS  SEALS

Five  hundred 
and  ninety-three  children  were  tested  for  earliest  signs  of 
childhood  type  of  tuberculosis.  The  198  children  giving 
positive  reaction  were  X-rayed.  Four  boys  and  girls  found 
to  have  some  form  of  childhood  type  of  tuberculosis  were 
referred  for  special  care  to  parents,  family  physician  and 
school  nurse. 

3.  In  previous  years  33  Milford  boys  and  girls  have  been 
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guests  of  your  Christmas  Seal  money  at  Sterling  Health 
Camp,  and  others  have  physically  benefited  from  dental 
work,  tonsil  and  adenoid  operations. 

4.  Through  our  staff  members,  we  provide  for  Milford  a 
permanent  health  education  advisory  service. 

We  are  confident  that  these  services  to  the  people  of 
this  community  are  worthy  of  your  continued  generous 
support.  We  appeal  for  funds  but  once  a  year.  The  sale  of 
Health  Seals  is  our  only  means  of  support.  We  are  counting 
on  you  to  help  us  continue  this  prevention  work  by  buying 
generously  of  the  enclosed  Health  Seals.”

Physical  examination  of  the  pupils  has  shown  about  the 
usual  percentage  of  defects — in  fact  the  statistics  are  less 
favorable  than  those  of  1936-7 — but  the  children  in  certain 
cases  showed  marked  improvement.  Parents  wTho  follow 
the  suggestions  which  are  sent  home  after  school-inspection 
are  often  repaid  in  spectacular  fashion  by  the  change  in 
the  child’s  health. 

Many  children  suffer  from  the  effects  of  diseased  tonsils, 
poor  vision,  or  defective  hearing  which  are  not  noticed  so 
much  at  home  as  in  school.  Frequently  their  progress  is 
impeded  and  some  lose  interest  in  their  studies.  To  prevent 
this  is  the  chief  object  of  our  work.  A  healthy  chil,d  is  a 
better  student  as  a  rule. 

We  are  personally  grateful  to  the  parents  who  co-operate 
with  us  in  our  efforts. 

The  appended  tables  will  give  some  idea  of  the  number 
and  character  of  the  physical  defects  which  we  discovered 
in  our  annual  inspection.

At  a  legal  meeting  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of 
Milford  qualified  by  law  to  vote  in  Town  Affairs  held  in 
Town  Hall  on  the  tenth  day  of  March,  1937,  the  said  in¬ 
habitants  proceeded  as  follows : 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  John  T.  McLoughlin, 
Moderator,  at  8:15  o’clock  P.  M. 

Joseph  F.  Cahill  of  Precinct  1  was  appointed  a  Monitor 
to  fill  a  vacancy. 

The  Monitor  checked  the  lists  of  Town  Meeting  Members 
and  reported  that  there  were  187  Town  Meeting  Members 
present  as  follows : 

Precinct  1  37  Precinct  2  36  Precinct  3  27 
Precinct  4  31  Precinct  5  39  At  large  17  Total  187. 
The  number  of  Members  present  constituted  a  quorum. 
The  Town  Clerk  proceeded  to  read  the  Warrant. 

After  reading  Article  1  it  was  voted :  To  dispense  with 
the  reading  of  the  remainder  of  the  Articles  in  the  Warrant 
with  the  exception  of  the  Officers  return  thereon. 

The  Officer’s  return  on  the  Warrant  was  read. 

Article  1.  Voted:  To  accept  the  reports  of  all  Town 
Officers  as  printed  in  the  Annual  Town  Reports. 

Article  2.  Myron  Morey,  Secretary  of  the  Finance  Com¬ 
mittee  presented  the  report  of  the  Finance  Committee. 

REPORT  OF  THE  FINANCE  COMMITTEE 

Your  Committee  has  studied  the  Budget  as  asked  by  the 
Various  departments  and  has  recommended  certain  amounts. 
These  are  not  idle  guesses,  but  are  careful  calculations, 
which  should  allow  enough  money  so  no  department  will 
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be  improperly  curtailed. 

We  hope  the  Town  Meeting  Members  will  read  our 
report  and  consider  carefully  the  interest  of  the  Town 
People  in  general,  rather  than  the  interests  of  any  special 
group,  when  they  vote  on  the  1937  Budget. 

At  the  risk  of  repeating  facts  which  are  familiar  to  many 
we  wish  to  briefly  explain  and  comment  on  certain  portions 
of  the  town ’s  finance  system. 

TAX  RATE 

At  Town  Meetings  various  appropriations  are  made,  and 
the  total  of  these  sums  is  the  annual  Budget  for  which 
money  must  be  provided. 

The  Town  also  has  certain  income  outside  of  the  Real 
Estate  and  Personal  tax,  and  this  money  is  available  to 
help  meet  the  budget. 

The  gross  Budget,  minus  the  income,  equals  the  amount 
which  must  be  paid  in  taxes.  This  net  Budget  divided  by 
the  number  of  thousands  of  valuation,  equals  the  rate  per 
thousand  to  be  paid. 

It  is,  therefore,  quite  obvious  that  the  TAX  RATE  is 
actually  set  by  the  voters  when  they  authorize  the  spending 
of  money. 

EXCESS  and  DEFICIENCY  (E  &  D)  ACCOUNT 

Theoretically  at  least,  EACH  department  should  have  a 
balance  left  over  when  they  finish  EACH  year.  The  balances 
HAVE  BEEN  PAID  in  the  taxes  and  each  taxpayer  has 
paid  his  portion  of  them.  The  assembly  point-  of  these 
balances  is  the  E.  &  D.  account.  If  all  taxes  were  paid  as 
soon  as  due,  these  department  balances  would  be  available 
as  cash  to  appropriate  against  the  next  year’s  budget.  It  is 
only  when  the  amount  of  the  E.  &  D.  account  is  greater 
than  the  past  due  taxes  that  this  account  may  be  of  help 
in  reducing  the  taxes  to  be  paid. 

Authorization  to  take  money  from  the  E.  &  D.  account 
must  be  by  the  vote  of  the  Town  Meeting  and  must  be 
approved  by  the  Director  of  Accounts  in  Boston.  The  fund 
should  be  looked  on  as  an  accumulation  of  money  PAID  by 
the  taxpayer,  because  no  matter  which  department  had  a 
balance  the  money  came  from  taxes.  It  should,  therefore, 
be  used  to  reduce  the  rate  of  each  following  year  and  by  so 
doing  it  is  actually  credited  to  the  taxpayer  in  the  same 
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proportion  as  lie  paid  it  originally. 

When  any  specific  department  seeks  to  add  to  the  money 
they  can  spend  by  asking  an  additional  sum  from  the  E.  & 
D.  account,  they  are  asking  the  same  thing  as  an  appropria¬ 
tion,  because  the  sum  they  ask  for  should  be  used  as  cash 
in  reducing  the  next  year's  tax  rate.  For  example:  In  1936 
there  was  a  credit  balance  available  because  taxes  were 
coming  in  better.  Appropriations  from  E.  &  D.  of  $15,000, 
$7,000,  and  $1,000,  were  made  to  specific  departments.  Had 
this  money  not  been  taken  there' would  be  an  additional 
$23,000  credit  in  the  E.  &  D.  and  this  amount  might  be 
appropriated  to  reduce  the  rate  of  1937  approximately  $1.55 
per  thousand. 

Our  1937  estimate  of  income  direct  to  the  treasurer  is 
approximately  $1 63,000. 

Our  1937  town  valuation  is  approximately  $14,500,000. 

So  if  $163,000  is  subtracted  from  the  total  Budget,  and 
about  $69,000.  of  State,  County,  and  miscellaneous  warrants 
added  to  the  result,  you  will  have  a  net  Budget  sum  which 
must  be  paid  in  Real  Estate  and  Personal  Taxes. 

Each  $100,000.  will  require  a  tax  levy  of  $6.90  per 
thousand. 

Each  $50,000.  will  require  a  tax  levy  of  $3.45  per  thousand. 

Each  $40,000.  will  require  a  tax  levy  of  $2.75  per  thousand. 

Each  $25,000.  will  require  a  tax  levy  of  $1.73  per  thousand. 

Each  $20,000.  will  require  a  tax  levy  of  $1.38  per  thousand. 

Each  $15,000.  will  require  a  tax  levy  of  $1.04  per  thousand. 

Each  $10,000.  will  require  a  tax  levy  of  $  .69  per  thousand. 

Each  $5,000.  will  require  a  tax  levy  of  $.34  per  thousand. 

Each  $1,000.  will  require  a  tax  levy  of  $.069  per  thousand.

In  pursuance  to  a  vote  passed  at  the  Annual  Town  Meet¬ 
ing*,  March  10,  1937,  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Milford, 
qualified  by  law  to  vote  in  Town  Affairs,  met  in  Town  Hall 
on  the  above  date  and  proceeded  as  follows : 

The  meeting*  was  called  to  order  by  John  T.  McLoughlin, 
Moderator,  at  eight  o’clock  P.  M. 

The  Monitors  checked  the  lists  of  Town  Meeting  Members 
and  reported  that  there  were  143  Town  Meeting  Members 
present  as  follows  :  Precinct  1 — 32  ;  Precinct  2 — 19  ;  Precinct 
3—27  ;  Precinct  4 — 21 ;  Precinct  5 — 28  ;  At  large — 16  ;  Total 
143.  A  quorum  was  present. 

The  Moderator  gave  a  eulogy  on  the  .Death  of  AVilliam 
K.  Coombs,  from  Precinct  4,  and  Philip  Cenedella  from 
Precinct  1. 

The  following  Resolutions  were  presented  to  the  meeting 
by  the  Town  Clerk. 

*  RESOLUTIONS 

Resolved :  That  the  voters  of  Milford,  in  Annual  Town 
Meeting  Assembled,  have  heard  with  deep  regret  and  pro¬ 
found  sorrow  of  the  death  of  William  K.  Coombs,  November 
2,  1936,  who  was  a  Town  Meeting  Member  Precinct  4  and 
for  many  years  Trustee  for  Milford  Public  Library. 

His  success  in  life  rested  upon  the  merits  of  honest 
and  persistent  toil,  coupled  with  unusual  mental  powers, 
applied  unwaveringly  in  a  fearless  and  forceful  espousal 
of  any  cause  for  the  elevation  of  the  common  level  of  man¬ 
kind.

Resolved:  That  the  voters  of  Milford  in  Annual  Town 
Meeting  Assembled,  have  heard  with  deep  regret  and  pro¬ 
found  sorrow  of  the  death  of  Philip  Cenedella,  December 
2,  1936,  a  Town  Meeting  Member  from  Precinct  1,  Chairman 
of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  a  Member  of  that  Board  for 
many  years,  an  active  and  valuable  member  of  many  im¬ 
portant  committees  of  the  Town.  President  of  the  Milford 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  and  the  Leader  of  a  large,  civil 
and  industrial  contracting  firm,  particularly  employed  for 
pure  water  supply  and  sanitation  and  drainage. 

His  company  became  one  of  the  leading  concerns  in  this 
country,  in  that  special  line  of  sanitary  improvements. 
Possessed  of  a  quick  perception  and  an  understanding  of 
the  personal  and  public  consideration  and  determination 
of  matters  concerning  public  welfare,  he  always  exercised 
his  good  judgment  for  the  well  being  of  the  civil  industrial 
and  social  improvement  of  the  public.

A  quorum  of  Town  Meeting  Members  was  present. 
Article  1.  Report  of  Committee. 
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The  Committee  appointed  at  the  adjourned  Town  Meeting 
March  15,  1937,  to  study  the  matter  of  the  Acceptance  of 
G.  L.  (Ter.  Ed.)  Chapter  48,  Section  42  relative  to  the 
establishment  of  the  Fire  Department  under  The  control 
of  an  officer  to  be  known  as  Chief  of  Fire  Department 
presented  their  report  through  William  P.  DiVitto  its 
Secretary. 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE 

Your  committee  appointed  under  action  taken  at  the 
adjourned  town  meeting  held  March  15,  1937,  to  study  the 
matter  of  the  acceptance  of  G.  L.  (Ter.Ed.)  Chapter  48, 
section  42,  relative  to  the  establishment  of  the  Fire  Depart¬ 
ment  under  the  control  of  an  officer  to  be  known  as  Chief 
of  the  Fire  Department,  has  carefully  considered  the  matter, 
and  submits  its  findings  and  recommendations. 

In  connection  with  its  study,  the  selectmen  and  the  chief 
and  clerk  of  the  Fire  Department  were  requested  to  appear 
before  the  committee,  and  investigation  was  carried  on 
in  the  field. 

From  these  investigations  your  committee  has  found 
certain  facts.  Some  of  these  facts  are  briefly  stated.  There 
is  no  co-operation  among  the  present  engineers,  or  among 
the  men  in  the  department,  or  between  the  engineers  and 
!the  men.  Training  of  the  men  in  their  duties  has  been 
neglected.  The  department  is  over-manned,  there  being  52 
members  not  including  the  engineers  and  the  drivers.  Four 
of  its  members  are  working  in  towns  so  far  removed  from 
Milford  that  their  services  are  not  available  during  a 
considerable  portion  of  the  day.  A  check-up  of  response  to 
alarms  indicates  that  there  is  an  average  absence  of  16%. 

During  the  period  from  May  5,  1936,  to  April  25,  1937, 
there  were  52  alarms.  Two  men  were  absent  on  21  occasions 
each ;  one  19  times ;  one  18  times ;  one  16  times ;  this  man 
being  one  of  the  lieutenants;  one  15  times;  two  14  times; 
one  13  times;  four  12  times;  one  11  times;  four  10  times; 
and  all  the  remaining  members  of  the  department  from  1 
to  9  times  each;  and  yet  each  member,  irrespective  of  his 
attendance,  drew  full  compensation  from  the  treasury  of 
the  town. 

Interest  among  the  men  to  make  the  department  efficient 
is  lacking.  The  handling  of  brush  fire's  is  deplorable,  and 
the  expense  connected  therewith  exorbitant.  These  facts 
are,  or  ought  to  be,  well  known  to  the  selectmen  and  the 
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engineers.  Tlie  committee  is  unanimous  that  something  is 
required  to  remedy  such  a  situation. 

The  question  then  presented  is,  does  the  acceptance  of 
the  statute  referred  to  offer  any  solution  of  the  situation? 
A  comparison  of  the  present  set-up  of  our  tire  department 
with  what  it  would  be  under  the  provisions  of  G.L.  (Ter. Ed.) 
Chapter  48,  Sections  42,  43,  and  44,  disclose  the  following 
facts. 

There  is  no  change  in  the  appointive  power.  That  remains 
in  the  selectmen.  Under  the  present  system  the  selectmen 
appoint  3  engineers,  who  elect  the  chief.  Under  the  other 
system,  the  selectmen  would  appoint  only  1,  and  he  would 
be  the  chief.  Under  the  present  system  the  engineers  and 
the  chief  hold  their  position  for  1  year  from  May  1st  and 
until  others  are  appointed  in  their  stead.  Our  present  en¬ 
gineers  are  holdovers.  Under  the  other  system  the  chief 
becomes  a  immanent  chief  unless  removed  by  the  select¬ 
men.  He  shall  appoint  a  deputy  and  such  officers  and  firemen 
as  he  may  think  necessary. 

Although  a  different  method  of  determining  the  com¬ 
pensation  of  the  officers  and  members  of  the  department 
would  come  into  vogue  under  the  other  system,  yet  in  its 
practical  application  it  would  appear  to  involve  no  material 
change  in  the  results  over  the  present  system. 

Under  the  other  system  the  duties  and  responsibilities  of 
the  engineers  under  the  present  system  would  be  transferred 
to  the  chief. 

Under  the  present  system  the  selectmen  may  remove  an 
engineer  for  cause,  after  7  days’  notice  to  him  and  a  hear¬ 
ing;  under  the  other  system  the  selectmen  may  remove  the 
chief  at  any  time  for  Cause  and  after  a  hearing. 

After  careful  deliberation  of  the  whole  matter,  your 
committee  recommends  that  you  do  not  accept  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  G.  L.  (Ter.Ed.)  Chapter  48,  sections,'  42,  43,  and 
44  relative  to  the  establishment  of  the  Fire  Department 
under  the  control  of  an  officer  to  be  known  as  “ Chief  of  the 
Fire  Department”,  and  states  as  reasons  therefor: — 

1.  Efforts  should  be  made  to  reduce  the  tax  rate  of  the 
town. 

2.  It  is  fair  to  assume  that  the  acceptance  of  the  act 
would  result  in  increased  expense  of  the  Fire  Department. 

3.  Something  more  than  a  mere  change  from  3  engineers 
to  a  chief  and  deputy  is  required. 

4.  The  present  department  can  be  brought  up  to  an 
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efficient  basis  if  the  board  of  selectmen  and  such  engineers 
as  should  be  appointed  by  them  exercise  the  duties,  powers 
and  privileges  vested  in  them  by  the  present  system. 

5.  The  change  will  not  result  in  any  reduction  of  the 
insurance  rates.

REPORT  OF  THE  CEDAR  SWAMP  IMPROVEMENT 

COMMISSION 

June  7,  1937 

Board  of  Selectmen 
Town  of  Milford.

Gentlemen : 

In  submitting  our  proposal  for  the  improvement  of  the 
Cedar  Swamp  Pond  area  your  committee  has  studied  the 
situation  from  various  angles  with  the  fixed  idea  of  pre¬ 
senting  to  you  what  we  believe  to  be  the  best  possible 
answer  to  a  troublesome  problem.  In  arriving  at  our  con¬ 
clusion,  we  have  made  use  of  various  data,  plans  and 
previous  report. 

From  surveys  previously  made  it  would  appear  that  the 
flow  of  water  is  insufficient  to  maintain  a  clean,  healthy 
condition  in  a  pond  of  any  size,  therefore  briefly,  our 
proposed  improvement  calls  for  a  rip-rapped  channel  from 
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Main  Street  to  a  point  opposite  the  Marchigiano  Club,  and 
the  tilling  in  of  land  on  either  side  of  the  channel.  We 
propose  that  the  land  this  reclaimed  with  the  exception 
of  a  fifteen  foot  strip  on  either  side  of  the  channel  be  given 
to  the  abutters  or  otherwise  sold  by  the  town,  so  that  it 
shall  again  become  taxable  property.  We  propose  that  a 
fence  be  erected  along  the  property  line  so  that  the  finished 
project  will  permit  the  town  to  maintain  a  sanitary  con¬ 
dition  along  the  banks  of  the  stream. 

Accompanying  this  report  are  pencil  sketches  from  which 
part  of  the  information  for  the  computation  was  secured. 
It  is  requested  that  these  sketches  be  returned  to  the  Secre¬ 
tary  of  the  Commission  for  further  use.  Blue  prints  were 
not  considered  necessary  at  present. 

This  proposal  can  be  undertaken  in  a  series  of  annual 
projects  and  in  another  section  of  this  report,  the  project 
is  broken  down  into  a  series,  one  to  be  undertaken  each 
year.  Your  committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  this  work 
should  be  started  now  and  that  this  proposal  will  be  of 
permanent  benefit  to  the  town.  We  believe  that  the  interest 
of  the  town  will  be  best  served  by  letting  these  projects  out 
to  competitive  bidders,  rather  than  attempting  to  do  the 
work  under  any  department  or  under  W.  P.  A. 

The  area  to  be  reclaimed  between  Main  Street  and  a 
point  opposite  the  Marchigiano  Club  of  about  twenty-seven 
acres  consisting  of  four  sections  is  as  follows : 

Area  A.  From  Main  Street  northerly  to  the  Peninsula 
at  land  of  one  Cassasanta,  and  on  the  easterly  or  Plain  side 
of  the  swamp.  Fill  required — 55,000  cu.  yds.  rip  rap  1700 
sq.  yds.  Area  reclaimed  6  acres ;  average  width  from  prop¬ 
erty  line  to  channel  160  feet. 

Area  B.  From  Main  Street  to  point  opposite  Peninsula 
at  land  of  Cassasanta  on  westerly  or  foundry  side  of 
swamp.  Fill  51,000  cu.  yds.  rip-rap  1700  sq.  yds.  average 
width  200  ft.  area  claimed  8  acres. 

Area  C.  From  Peninsula  to  point  opposite  Marchigiano 
Club  on  easterly  or  Plains  side.  Fill  required  146,000  cu. 
yds ;  rip-rap  1,200  sq.  yds ;  average  width  from  property 
line  250  ft.  area  reclaimed  3  acres. 

Area  D.  From  point  opposite  Peninsula  to  point  opposite 
Marchigiano  Club  on  westerly  side  of  swamp  at  rear  of 
Archer  Rubber  Company.  Fill  required  20,000  cu.  yds.  plus 
25,000  yds.  of  fill  on  this  tract  which  is  now  above  grade 
and  can  be  utilized  to  fill  low  spots.  Average  width  300  ft ; 
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rip-rap  1,200  sq.  yds;  area  reclaimed  10  acres. 

Total  till  required  is  about  260,000  cu.  yds.  Total  area  for 
rip-rap  6000  sq.  yds.  less  beack  area  if  any.  Estimated  cost 
of  rip-rap ;  based  on  average  of  five  figures  obtained — 
$12,000.  Estimated  cost  of  till  based  on  average  of  five 
figures  obtained  $78,000;  total  cost  $1000,000.  ($10,000 
allowed  for  incidental  expense).  Recommended  tliat  this 
work  be  separated  into  four  or  five  contracts  over  a  period 
of  four  or  five  years. 

Width  of  channel  at  bottom — 50  ft.  Width  of  channel  top 
74  ft.  from  Main  Street  to  Peninsula  at  Cassasanta’s. 

Width  of  channel  at  bottom  250  ft.  width  of  channel 
at  the  top  300  ft.  from  Peninsula  to  Marchigiano  Club. 
Recommended  that  a  strip  of  land  at  least  15  ft.  wide  on 
either  side  of  the  channel  be  set  aside  to  go  with  the 
channel. 

This  work  will  eliminate  an  unsightly  and  unsanitary 
condition  and  provide  about  25  acres  of  land  at  the  same 
grade  as  Main  Street  which  will  be  suitable  for  business, 
industrial  or  recreational  purposes  as  the  voters  of  Milford 
may  later  decide.  Voted  that  the  following  motions  become 
a  part  of  this  report: 

1.  That  any  project  or  program  which  we  submit  or 
recommend  to  be  wholly  dependent  upon  the  provisions 
that  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  legal  counsel  of  the  town 
secure  full  and  complete  releases  of  all  property  involved 
from  the  parties  or  persons  holding  title  thereto. 

2.  That  a  copy  of  this  report  be  handed  to  a  representative 
of  the  local  press. 

3.  That  the  Commission  continue  the  study  of  this  project 
and  submit  additional  data  from  time  to  time. 

4.  It  was  unanimously  agreed  to  submit  this  report  of 
articles  to  date,  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  on  June  8  and 
request  that  an  article  be  inserted  in  the  warrant  of  the 
Town  Meeting  to  be  held  June  18  calling  for  an  application 
of  $20,000  to  carry  out  the  first  part  of  this  project;  namely 
the  reclaimation  of  Area  A.

In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  aforesaid,  you  are 
hereby  required  to  notify  and  warn  the  inhabitants  of  the 
Town  of  Milford  qualified  by  law  to  vote  in  Town  Affairs,  to 
meet  in  the  Town  Hall  in  said  Town  on  Friday,  the  eigh¬ 
teenth  day  of  June,  A.  D.  1937,  at  eight  o’clock  in  the  eve¬ 
ning,  then  and.  there  to  act  upon  the  following  articles, 
namely : — 

Article  1.  To  hear  and  act  upon  the  reports  of  any  Com¬ 
mittees  of  said  Town. 

Article  2.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap¬ 
propriate  the  sum  of  Five  Hundred  ($500.00)  dollars  for 
maturing  debt. 

Article  3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap¬ 
propriate  the  sum  of  Six  Thousand  ($6,000)  dollars  for  the 
purpose  of  adding  permanent  men  to  the  Milford  Fire  De¬ 
partment,  or  take  any  action  in  relation  thereto. 

Article  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap¬ 
propriate  the  sum  of  Two  Thousand  ($2000.00)  dollars  for 
the  purchase  or  rental  of  land  in  various  sections  of  the 
Town ;  said  land  to  be  used  bv  the  children  of  the  Town  for 
baseball  playing  and  other  sports,  or  take  any  action  in 
relation  thereto. 

Article  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  the  recommen¬ 
dations  of  the  Zoning  Board  appointed  by  the  Selectmen 
under  Article  14  of  the  Annual  Town  Meeting,  1937,  in 
accordance  with  Statute  1933,  Chapter  269,  now  G.  L.  (Ter.

Article  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  permit  for  use 
for  burial  certain  lands  located  on  the  easterly  side  of 
Medway  Street  in  said  Milford,  approval  of  the  location  of 
which  for  such  use  was  given  by  the  Board  of  Health  at  a 
special  meeting  held  May  26,  1937,  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  G.  L.  (Ter.

Chapter  48,  Sections  42,  43, 
and  44  relative  to  the  establishment  of  the  Fire  Department 
under  the  control  of  an  officer  to  be  known  as  “  Chief  of  the 
Fire  Department”;  or  take  any  action  in  relation  thereto.

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Vital  Statistics. 


Parents  and  others  are  requested  to  carefully  examine 
the  following'  lists  and  if  any  errors  or  omissions  are  dis¬ 
covered  report  them  at  once  to  the  Town  Clerk,  that  the 
record  may  be  corrected,  as  it  is  of  importance  that  the 
record  of  Vital  Statistics  should  be  complete.  Herewith  are 
extracts  from  the  General  Laws  of  Massachusetts,  Chapter 
46. 

Section  3.  Every  physician  or  hospital  medical  officer 
registered  under  Section  nine  of  Chapter  one  hundred  and 
twelve,  in  this  chapter  called  officer,  shall  keep  a  record 
'of  the  birth  of  everv  child  in  cases  of  which  he  was  in 
charge,  showing  date  and  place  of  birth,  the  name,  if  any, 
of  the  child,  its  sex  and  color,  the  name,  age,  birthplace, 
occupation  and  residence  (including  the  street,  number,  if 
any,  and  the  ward  number,  if  in  a  city)  of  each  parent,  the 
maiden  name  of  the  mother  and  the  name  of  the  physician 
or  officer,  if  any,  personally  attending  the  birth.  If  the  child 
is  illegitimate,  the  name  of  and  other  facts  relating  to  the 
father  shall  not  be  set  forth  except  upon  written  request  of 
both  the  father  and  mother.  Said  physician  or  officer  shall, 
within  fifteen  days  after  such  birth,  mail  or  deliver  to  the 
clerk  or  registrar  of  the  town  where  such  birth  occurred,  a 
report  stating  the  facts  herein  above  required  to  be  shown 
on  said  record  and  also  the  said  written  request,  if  any; 
provided,  that  if  said  report  is  not  so  made  within  forty- 
eight  hours  after  such  birth,  said  physician  or  officer  shall, 
within  said  forty-eight  hours,  mail  or  deliver  to  said  clerk 
or  registrar  a  notice  stating  the  date  and  place  of  birth, 
the  street  number,  if  any,  the  ward  number,  if  in  a  city,  and 
the  family  name.  Upon  presentation  to  him  of  a  certificate 
of  the  Town  Clerk  stating  that  any  such  birth  has  been  duly 
reported,  the  Town  Treasurer  shall  payr  to  such  physician 
or  officer  a  fee  of  twenty-five  cents  for  each  birth  so  re¬ 
ported.  Any  physician  or  any  such  officer  violating  any 
provision  of  this  section  shall  forfeit  not  more  than  twenty- 
five  dollars. 

Section  4.  A  member  or  servant  of  a  family  in  which 
a  child  is  born,  having  knowledge  of  the  facts  required  for 
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record  relative  to  such  births,  shall  furnish  the  same  upon 
request  of  the  clerk  of  the  town  where  such  child  was  born 
or  its  parents  reside,  or  of  any  person  authorized  by  him. 
Such  member  or  servant  refusing  to  furnish  such  facts  shall 
be  punished  by  fine  of  not  exceeding  ten  dollars. 

Section  6.  Parents,  within  forty  days  after  the  birth  of 
a  child,  and  every  householder,  within  forty  days  after  a 
birth  in  his  house,  shall  cause  notice  thereof  to  be  given  to 
the  clerk  of  the  town  where  such  child  is  born.  Every  house¬ 
holder  in  whose  house  a  death  occurs  and  the  oldest  next- 
of-kin  of  a  deceased  person  in  the  town  where  the  death 
occurs  shall,  within  five  days  thereafter,  cause  notice  there¬ 
of  to  be  given,  to  the  board  of  health,  or,  if  the  selectmen 
constitute  such  board,  to  the  town  clerk.  The  keeper,  super¬ 
intendent  or  person  in  charge  of  a  workhouse,  house  of 
correction,  prison,  reformatory,  hospital,  almshouse  or  other 
institution,  public  or  private,  which  receives  inmates  from 
within  or  without  the  limits  of  the  town  where  it  is  located 
shall,  when  a  person  is  received,  obtain  a  record  of  all  the 
facts  which  would  be  required  for  record  in  the  event  of  the 
death  of  such  person,  and  shall,  on  or  before  the  fifth  day 
of  each  month,  give  notice  to  the  town  clerk  of  every  birth 
and  death  among  the  persons  under  his  charge  during  -the 
preceding  month.
